DISMISSAL OF TORONTO MEN 


J From the Position of License Inspec- 

tors, Say the Resigning Commis 

sioners—They Explain Their Re- | 
signations — Premier Approves 
Dismissals—“Simply Astonish- 


ed” at Commissioners’ Act. 


Toronto, Noy. 29—A statement by 
Premier Whitney defending the action 
of the Government in dismissing the 
Toronto License Inspectors, and a 
statement by the resigning License 
Commissioners yigorously protesting 
against and condemning that action, 
were given out yesterday. The Pre- 
mier’s statement was as follows:— 

The Premier's Statement. 

“T have read the Toronto newspapers 
with reference to the change of license 
inspectors in this city, Precisely simi- 
lar action has been taken by the Gov- 
ernment with regard to inspectors in 
@ great number of counties during the 
past six months. There were good 
reasons for making those changes, and 
no such outcry occurred as we haye 
heard with reference to the changes in 
Toronto. 

“The Government would have been 
entirely just®¥ed in changing the in- 
Spectors months ago. But for good 
reasons—reasons which will appeal to 
every fair-minded person—the Goyern- 
ment determined to keep them on and 
see what would be the result. They 
have found that the change was neces- 
sary in the public interest, and they 
have made the change. 

“All sorts of motives aredmpnted to 
us by men who are actuated by various 
reasons, but we ase prepared for all 
that sort of thing. 

“The astonteling feature of the hub- 
bub is the ground taken apparently by 
the commissieaers that they should 
have been consulted, and the change 
is a reflection on them. They are no 
more responsible for the act of the 
inspectors thaa the inspectors are re- 
sponsible for the aets of the commis- 
sioners. Otherwise the Goyernment 
would be obliged to appear before the 
commissioners and lay before them 
the reasons which prompted the Goy- 
ernment in desirins a change, and ask 
permission to make the change. This 
would not be responsible Government. 

“The commissioners did good worl: 
while they held office, and the Goyern- 
ment regrets the course they have 
taken, which Is simply astonishing.’’ 

‘The Commissioners’ Protest. 

The three Toronto License Commi{s- 
sloners, who have resigned because of 
the action of the Government in dis- 
missing the Mcense inspectors, yester 
day gave the following statement to 
the press:— 

The Commissioners aceepted office 
reluctantly as a public duty, on the 
personal assurance of the Premler, aad 
the written statement of the Provincial 
Secretary, that the Goyernment desir- 
ed a fair, fearless and non-partisan 
administration of the license act. 

During the pertod in which they 
have held office, they have sought to 
be sane, fair-minded and just In the 
discharge of duties singularly unpleas- 
ant, and personally distasteful to all 
the members of the board. 

To insure this fatrmindedness, from 
the first they decided as a policy of 
the board, for its own guidance, that 
they would seek only to take such ac- 
tion as carried their unanimous judg- 
ment. All decisions which have been 
reached were in acoordance with this 
policy, and on no question has a de- 
cision been arrived at and acted upon 
except on the unanimous approval of 
the board. 

Mr. Hasting!s Efficiency, 

In the discharge of their duties they 
had the assistance of the Chief Inspec- 
tor, Thomas Hastings. They found 
hin efficient, hone: fearless and non- 
partisaa, Neither by direct or indirect 
means has he sought to Influence the 
Commissioners in any matter under 
discussion, He had been painstaking 
and careful in collecting and furnish- 
ing the board with information called 
for by them, and has not intruded his 
| opinion about license holders, nor up- 
on matters dealt with by the board, 
but has acted entirely under their dl- 
recaion in carrying out the policy la‘d 
down for him by the unanimous decl- 
sion of thé board. 

It was known to the board that some 
party workers were engaged in intri- 
gue against the Inspector and the Com- 
missioners, but they refused to notice 
the intrigues or Intriguers, as they 
considered it unthinkable that the Goy- 
ernment, haying committed to a body 
of men the enforcement of the law, 
wold act upon the advice of such in- 
triguers without consulting with the 
Commissioners, who were seeking to 
carry out the verbal instructions of the 
Premier and the written directions of 
the Provinctal Secretary, 

No Course But to Resign. 

The retaining of the Chief Inspec: 
tor for nine months, and then, without 
a word of consultation with the Com- 
missloners, dismissing him at a Umo 
when his experlence, fidelity and ca- 
pacity were so much needed by the 
j board In carrying out Its policy gave 
Such plain evidence of a deliberate pur 
pose to render abortiye the non-partisan 
polley of the Commissioners, and to 
interfere with the course of a body of 
independent men who had no ends to 
serve, but an lmpartlal administration 
jof the law, that no course was left to 
them but to resign and to place the re- 
Sponsibility for thelr actlon upon the 
Government, 

Tt is with no ordinary sense of re- 
Gret they are compelled to say the 
Whole episode is at complete variance 
with tho spirit of the Premier's and 
the Provinclal Secretary's statements, 
When as Commissioners they were as! 
ed to take oMce. The course followed 
Seoms to have been designed by men 
inflamed with passton for offce or for 
dispensing patronage, who determines 
to get rid of Commissioners who re 
fused to play tho part of hired men 
Subject to the dlotation of party fol 
lowers. The Government by thelr ac- 
on have approved of this

A number of C, P. R. snrveyors:

cation surveys from the Midland end 
of the proposed C. P. R, line from 
Georgian Bay to the main line at or 
west of Peterboro, and have now ot 
as far with their work as this sido 
of Orillia. East of that town the line 
will run north of the Grand Trunk. 
The surveyors will soon reach this 
County. It is expected they willen- 
ter near or south of Bolsover neigh- 
borhood, and as the route is an easy 
one, and the grades almost on a level, 
they will probably reach town boforo 
Christmas. The surveying staff at 
Stratford, under charge of Mr. Gour- 
lay, is, we believe, to start this week 
from the Peierboro end. It will 
probably ba necessary to do a great 
deal of surveying in this section in 
order to obtain the most favorable 
grades. It is intended, wo believe, to 
cross the Scugog at Lindsuy at the 
north side of the town, on a high 
level steel bridge that will cost about 
$250,000, and proceed south on the L. 
B. & P. line for a short distance and 
then strike off eastward towards 
Peterboro. t 

It is likely that this most import- 
ant section from the Georgian Bay 
to the main line will be constructed 
with the least possible delay, in or 
ser to be ready fon a share of the 
immense grain trade that comes 
down the Great Lakes in steadily in- 
creasing volum¢, and which is sure 
to reach enormous proportions, It 
would not surprise us to see con- 
struction work pushed on with tho 
characteristic crergy of the C, P. R.

FORESTRY IN CANADA. 


es 


IMPORTANT COHVENTION TO BE 
HELD IN OTTAWA SHORTLY. 


Tho Timbor Supply of the World Care- 
fully Reviewed, 

A Forestry convention is to bo held) 
in Ottawa on the 10th, 11th and 12th 
of January, t6 consider the subject 
of the forests and their relation to 
the industries of the Dominion, and 
disouss méans for their presorvation 
and reproduction, The convention is 
to meet on the call of Sir Wilfrid 


Laurier, the Premier of the Domin- 
fon, who will bo President. It has 
also the strong support of his Ex- 


collenoy the Governor-General, and of 
Mr. Borden, the leader of the Oppo- 
sition in the Dominion Parliament, 
and will therefore bo thoroughly na- 
tional in chayaoter, 

In order to appreciate the import- 
ance of this convention it is neces- 
sary to realize the position which 
Canada holds in relation to the 
world’s timber supply, and it is well 
summed up in the following para- 
graph from a recent writer: 

“In passing we may note the posi- 
tion of Hurope with regard to wood 
supplies, The threa great industri- 
al nations, Germany, France und 
England, lave long ngo ceased to : 


cure their needed supply from lome 
Hources, and rely on imports to an 
oxtent of 15 per cent,, 40 per cent. 
und 90 per cent. respectively of their 
consumption. The so-called surplus 
countri¢s on which these three 
are Russia, Sweden, and 
Austria and the smull 

states, with Canada and the 
States to a limited extent. 
the exception of Russia, the Slayon- 


driuw 
Norwiy, 
Slayonimn 
United 
With 


out. In thr case of Sweden at least 
the danger has been recognized and 
restrictive legislation hus been pass- 
ed within the year, Russia undoubt- 
edly still has large supplies, but the 
Siberian forest area, according to all 
accounts, is not as promising as it 
has been credited.” 

From this statement and others 
that might ba quoted it will bes een 
that Canada occupies a fayorable po- 
sition in the eyes of those who are 
looking for future supplies of timber, 
The forests of the Dominion are of 
such great extent that it has become 
a matter off course to Canadians, and 
a possible end or oyen scurcity of 
the supply has hardly been thought 
of. Germany was once, however, as 
fully forest-clad as Canada, although 
she is now! importing 15 per cent. of 
her timber supplies, Germany is 
how making eyery, effort to replace 


that even if the timber all disappears 
there will be something else found 
to take its place, This may be so. 
If wheat or corn pass out of exist- 
ence a substitute might be found, but 
the agricultural population are far 
too wise and far-sizhted to kill the 
foose that lays the golden egg to do 
50, But as a matter of fact, the 
aotual consumption of wood is in- 
creasing in spite of all the substi- 
tutes that are being found therefor. 
The chief statistician of manufactur- 
ers of the United States, commenting 
on the figures of the last census, 
mado the statement that “the con- 
sumption of wood in the industries is 
increasing at a much more rapid rate 
than the population, in spite of the 
fact that many artioles are substi- 
tuted for wood.” This is confirmed 
by the figures relating to wood con- 
Sumption elsewhere and there is no 
room for doubt that wood will be re- 
quired in the future in ever-inoreas- 
ing quantities. 

There is also another side to the 
question. If the forests are cleared 
from the rocky or sandy Jands, from 
tho poor soils, the hills, the mountain 
Slopes, to what use can these lands 
be put, and how will the govern- 
ments replace the revenues derived 
therefrom? ‘From such lands the 
fgreater part of our best timber is 
Ynow being taken, and they cannot 
¥bo put to profitable use for any oth- 
or purpose, If they could, why are 
Germany and Wranoe, and other old- 
world countries, as well as several 
of the United States, buying back 
Such lands, which have been left 
waste and abandoned, with the object 
of placing them again in forest ? Dhe 
pressure of population im Canada is 
not great, as it is in Germany, and 
there is no need to make useless ef- 
forts to coloniza those lands, AS 
forested lands they will be useful and 
reyenue producing. An effartt to 
make them anything else will result 
in their being left waste ond value- 
loss. There would neither be the 
population nor the means for produc- 
ing the substitutes for wood. 

Another consideration is the fact 
{hat the forested lands dominate the 
water powers. Thein denudation 
means tho destruction of such pow- 
ers, and tho rendering practically im- 
possible the deyclopment of the coun- 
try. In Canada tho water power and 
electricity ore to be tho great forces 
of industrial development, and their 
permanenoy must be provided for. 

The calling of a forestry conyen- 
tion is therefore timely, and its de-~ 
liberations and conolusions should’ be 
of great value in determining tho 
policy of ndministration of cur great 
forest areas, and the best methods of 
obtaining the highest value there- 
from.

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EDIBLE AND POISONOUS MUSHROOMS. 


A Valuable Treatise on the Subjeot, Written for Tho Post by Mr, 
Ross N. Loggett, Lindsay, for the Guidance of Collectors, 


Continued from last week. 
PLEUROTUS. 


This genus takes its namo from a 
(Greek word menning ‘sido,’ because 
of the fact that all of tho species 
baye the point) of attachmont of the 
stem to the cap, at at o point away 
ffrom the contre, and somotimes at 
the extremg edgo of the cap, Loy 
aro always found growing on stumps 
and logs, and appear, as little whito 
brackets attached to the wood, Thore 
are no poisonous mushrooms for 
whioh these might bo mistakon, but 
in order that the collector may bo 
able to distinguish’ the three prinoi- 
plo membors of tho family, I will 
give their cliaractoristics. 

OYSTER PLEUROTUS. 


Tho cap is white or tinged with 
brown or ash color, and is fleshy, 
smooth and moist. The gills are 
white or tinted with ash color, are 
quite broad, and grow partly, down 
the stem, where thoy branch again 
and again at the base. Lho stom 
may be so short as to appear ontiro- 
ly wanting, and tha attachment to 
the wood may Jook to be direotly 
at tho edge of (he cap, Lhe spores 
are white. 

ELM PLEUROTUS. 

The cap is firm, smooth and some- 
times moist. In color, white, tinted 
at the centre with brownish or red- 
dish yellow. {fhe gills are quite 
broad, white turning yellowish in the 
mature plants, and grow dowa whe 
stem, alia joins the cap at one 
side of tle contre, aud is usually 
curved. Ihe stems of several plants 
may unite at the base, and are solid 
white or whitish and coyered with 
soft down. The spores are white, 
‘As tho name would imply, they; aro 
mostly found on the dead party of 
elms, but are Occasionally found on 
other trees. t 

PLEUROTUS SAPIDUS. 

This mushroom, like the olm and 
oyster Pleurotus, may be found 
growing on decayed wood, in clus- 
ters, sometimes several plants grow- 
ing from a common stem. They are 
to be fcund from June until Noy- 
ember. and should be sought in moist, 
dank places, or in any, thick woods. 
especially two or threo days after a 
rain. The cap may ba cither con- 
vex or depressed, and in color it may 
be white, ashy grey, yellowish, faint 
lilac or brownish. The caps of the 
different plants forming a group, ov 
erlap each other and aro fram two to 
five inches in diameter, The gills 
are whitish, and not at all closely 
packed and grow down the stem, 
which is smooth, whitish in color, 
and is attached (o the cap at a point 
away from the centre and sometimes 
at the extreme edge. The spores are 
lilac. In cooking any of the Pieuro- 
tas, the cook book recipes for, cook- 
ing mushrooms may be followed 
THE VERMILLION HYGROPHORUS, 

From June until] September this 
dainty, and delicious little mushroom 
may be found growing singly or in 
@roups and dense clusters in the 


woods or on boggy land, and is very 
easily seen on account of its very 
brilliant coloring. 

The cap may be either smooth or 
coyered with minute scales. It is 
thin and tender when young, uaually. 
conyex or flat, but sometimes slight- 
ly cup shaped In color it is red, 
turning to yellow or orange in the 
mature plant. None of the species 
attain any great cize, the average 
being from one to two incheg broad. 
The gills are quite distantly, placed 
from each other, and are yellow 
sometimes tinged with red They 
either grow down the stem or are 
united to it by the entira width of 
the inner extremity of the gill. Tho 
stem is smooth and slender, and re- 
sembles the cap in color. In the 
young plant it is solid, but! at ma- 
turity becomes hollow and never car- 
ries a ring. The spores are white. 

The collestor should use caution in 
Gathering bright-colored mushrooms 
and examine them for Amanita and 
Rossula signs. The dangerous Fly, 
‘Amanita has a reddish yellow cap, 
but also has)a bulbous base, and cup 
on stem. Yhe poison Russula also 
has a bright red cap, but the gills 
are white and yery brittle, and the 
stem is thick and swollen, J can- 
not place too much emphasis on (he 
use of care, in gathering mush- 
rooms for food. If one has aj know- 
ledge of the different species and us- 
es it, and is always sure ho is right, 
he is just as safe gathering fungoy 
as in gathering yegctables. But 
sure, certain death lurks in the path 
of the careless.

articles I said we would confine our- 
selves to tho gilled mushrooms, I 
feel that the collector would be do- 
priyed of one of the most delicious of 
all fungi were wo to pass by tho Syl- 
phur Polyporus By many it is 
known as the Mohicken fungus!” owing 
to its flavor so closely resembling 
that of the white meat of a chicken, 
Although tha dangerous Boloti bo- 
long to the sama gonoral olass, (hn 
colléctor cannot possibly make a mis. 
tuke if he will mark well this diffor- 
ence. In all of tho Boloti, the tubos 
aro easily separated from each other, 
and from that part of the cup whieh 
they aro attaohed. In tho Polypori 
the tubes ara much moro minute, 
ond it is impossible, excapt by) shay- 
ing with a sharp knife, to separate 
them from och othor, or from the 
portion of the plant on which they 
grow. \Although many of tho five 
hundred different Polypori area not 
edible owing to thoir woody, louth- 
or corky nature, none of those 
Whose flesh is soft are dangerous, 
and several are yory, delicious, A 
casual glunoe ut the poro-boaring 
surfaco of many of tha Polypori, 
Would lead one to suppose that it 
was perfectly smooth, but a careful 
examination with a magnifying gluss 


would disclose thousands of tiny 
pores. ‘his is quite apparent in tho 
Polporus Applantatus, tha fungus 
ustd by many for making sketches on 


its white surface. 

@he Sophur Polyporugy is not only 
@ delicious food, but is one of the 
most beautiful of all the fungi. It 
is always found growing on tha dead 
parts of trees from May until Octob- 
er and most abundantly during wet 
nnd showery wedthor. Tt is most of- 
ten found in this locality growing on 
ool trees. Tt oceurs in more on less 
dense clusters, the caps attaining 
size of from 6 to 6 inches and closely 
OV tipping each other, There is no 
Stem, properly speaking, as tha at~ 
tachment to the wood is not at the 
margin of the cap, which in some 
ouses is somewhat clongated, giving 
the appearance of a stem. The caps 
are a brilliant salmon color, or yel- 
lowish red, blending into a bright 
Sulphur yellow at the margin, which 
is quity wavy. The entire under or 
pore-bearing surface is of the same 
bright sulphur yellow. The flesh is 
soft and Juicy, and often excludes a 
yellow Juice if cut and squeezed. On- 
ly the soft, young plants should be 
eaten, as when the plant reaches ma- 
tunity it becomes dry and crumbling 
and loses its bright coloring, exhib- 
iting marked phosphorescence in the 
early stages of decay. 

While we are on tho subject of 
Polypori it may be of) interest to 
those who set off fireworks to know 
that the punk sticks, or “slaw matoh- 
es!’ uro nothing but pulverized Poly- 
porus/Formentarius, soaked in salt- 
petre and rolled into sticks, Bofore 
the days of matches, the dry, powd- 
ered fungus was much prized us tip 
der, for use with the flint and steel. 

PARASOL MUSHROOM. 

The Lepiota Procera, or what is 
commonly known as the Parasol 
mushroom gets its genoric namo 
from lLepis, a scale, and Procera 
meaning tall, but) to ils resemblance 
to an Open parasol, it owes its other 
name. The cap is distinctly, convox, 
whitish in color, with the raised 
centre of a darker color, The flesh 


is quite soft, white ond dry, rather 
+hin and covered with brownish spots 
or scales. The caps are from three 
to 


inches in diameter. Tho stem 
ss in iength from five to te! 
inches is covered with minute, clos 
ly-pressed scales of a brownish color, 
and is either hollow or filled with 
a light, cotlony, pith, It is some- 
what swollen at the base, bul shows 
no evidence of a cup, wrapper or 
yolyu, There is a ring around the 
stem syhioh js quite firm and thick, 
and in some specimens is movable on 
the slem, Thq gills are whitish or 
tinged with yellow and are yery 
closely packed, the inner, extremitios 
being quite a distance from tho stem, 
The spores are white. The Purusol 
mushroom may ba found from early 
July until September, growing in 
pastures and old meadows, and in 
thin woods and along roadsides. It 
would be yery difficult for the col- 
lector to confuse this mushroom with 
any, of the poisonous species, if ho 
Will keep in mind these points, a yery: 
long stem, light-colored, spotted cap, 
slightly raised and darker in tho 
centre, and! gills terminating at a 
distance from the siem, 

COMMON MEADOW MUSHROOM. 

Alvhongh this is the best known 
and most widely wsed of all tho 
mushrooms, I will give ils chief char- 
acteristics for tha benefit of any 
who may not fee} sufficiently famil- 
iar with it to warrant gathering, it 
for the table. It may he found from 
the latter part’ of August until freoz- 
ing weather in pastures, meadows 
and rich grassy lawns, 

The caps are white or whitish (ing- 
ed with various shades of brown, and 
muy be either silly or covered with 
Very fine fibres. In shape, the young 
plants ane nearly globular, but a 
maturity they become convey or 
nearly flat. Dhe skin of tha cay is 
quite readily remoyed) and the mar- 
gin extends beyond (he outer, ox- 
tremity of the gills. Tho gills of the 
young plants are covered by a yoil 
and are a delicate pink, turning to 
dark brown inthe mature plant . Pho 
Gills are quite closely packed togeth- 
er, and are not attached to the stem, 

When the veil covering the gills of 
a young plant breaks, it remains ay a 
ring around the stem, whioh often 
disappears with age, ‘ho spores are 
brown, 

Before closing this ser 
cles, T shall devote a special chapter 
to the home cultivation of th ecom- 
monn mushroom, so that those who 
desire, may have mushrooms 
Uhroughout ‘the entre year, with 
very little more labor than would be 
expended on a few potted plants, 

THe WOODLAND MUSIIROOM, 

This is the common meadow mush- 
room that has taken up its abode in 
the woods, slightly altering its liaib- 
ifs and appearance, but equally, de- 
Jicious in flayor, 

The cap is 1 pure or creamy white 
with no markings or spots, The capa 
of the young plants are somawhat 
conical “in shape, with a rounded 
crown, butiat maturity they, wre con- 
vex and broadly spreading, 

Tho gills of the young planta aro 
covered by) a white yeil whioh breaks 
sometimes olinging {o the margin of 
the cap like a fringe, and at other 
‘times forming, a cing around tho

stem, 1 ‘ 
In the young plants tho gills aro 


yery, delicately pink, almost atta) aah

but become a darker pinld with nge 
and are finally dark brown, ‘Thay 
are quite soft, unequal in length und 
are not attached to tho stem. 

The stem resembles (ihe cap in color 
except that(it may bo a deeper oream 
or pale brown near tha base, It is 
stiff and rather brittle, sometimes 
splitting, lengthwise, and is either 
hollow or densely pithy. The stem is 
somewhat swollen belaw the centre, 
narrowing toward the cap. 

These mushrooms may be found 
from early July, until about tho end 
of September in the moor Srowing 
among the fallen leayes, The noyicz 
will experience some difficulty at 
first in finding: them, as they sclect 
the thickest, shadiest part of the 
woods, and in coming out of the 
ground frequently carry on their 
caps enough dead leaves to almost 
hide them from’ view, but a cavoful 
search will reward tho collector with 
@ inost dainty and delicious feast. 

Where is only one poisonous mush- 
room, the (Vernal Amanita, with 
which the Woodland ‘mushroom 
could possibly ba confused, but with 
any sort of care at all, no such mis- 
tuke could possibly occur. The Ver- 
nal Amanita resembles it in cvlor 
and shape only, and has a distinct 
cup or volya at the swollen bulbous 
base of the stem, also the gills are 
white and the spores are white. In 
the Woodland mushroom you haye 
no boulbas base and yolya or cup ou 
the stem. Dho gills are pink, (urn- 
ing to brown, and the spores aro 
brown, anyone making a mistake 
is cither careless or color blind.

had been obliged to cease operations, 

Few porsons have any idea of the 
hardships a searching party in that 
vicinity has fa endure, and it will be 
interesting to our renders to learn 
of the experience of our Joon) under- 
toker, Mr. Alf, George, in that part 
of the country. As stated before, 
Mr. George left here on Wednesday 
morning, Noy. 15th, and arrived in 
Haliburton ut six olelook that eyen- 
ing. More he was met by Mr. P. A, 
Curry, of Willstead, a wettlement 
ten miles north of Haliburton, They, 
arrived at Mr, Curry’s at two o!clook 
Thursday morning and left at duy- 
break for the Irwin settlement, four 
miles north, All their travelling 
was done in a jumper, and conse- 
quently they made yery slow pro- 
etoss. At the Itwin settlement Mr, 
George took tho remains of the late 
Miss Grice in change, and returned 
with them to MWaliburton, Mrs, Bond 
and daughter, who were staying at 
Mr. Currys residence, were taken to 
Haliburton at the same time, arriy- 
ing there at six o'clock Thursday ey- 
ening. As the only train from Hali- 
burton leaves at six o’clock in the 
morning, the party were obliged to 
remain there over night. The re- 
mains of the late Miss Grice were 
sent to Port Hope Priday morning, 
Mrs. Bond and daughter, Mr, Samuel 


accompanying them, 

Mr, Milton Bond, Grand Trunk 
constable, Toronto, and Mr. Samuel 
Bond, of the Toronto Street Railway, 
brothers of the late Chief, reached 
Haliburton Thursday evening at six 
ololook. The Council had sent in- 
structions with the Bond brothers to 
haye Mr, George do all in his power 
to recover tho remains and spare no

their search until late Sattrday 
night, using af jack-light after it be- 
came dark, Sunday morning they 
kept up the searoh but haying met 
with no success and being almost 
orn out they left Sunday afternoon 
for Haliburton. Mr. George offered 
a reward of $50 for the recovery, of 
the ‘body, and Mr. Britnell agreed 
to send an experienced man to dyna- 
mite the lake on Tuesday, The dyn- 
amiting party worked all day Tues- 
day, but the news reached here Wed- 
nosday that the water is too deep 
(180 feet) for the dynamite to take 
any effect, Numerous charges were 
placed at tho bottom of the lake and 
discharged by means of a battery.

HEALTH 15 FOUND IN OPEN WINDOWS. 


A Constant Supply of Fresh Alr 


Is a Vital Necessity, Yet Many, 


People Prefer to Breatho Polluted Air Over and Over Again— 


Why Consumption Flourishes. 
But a generation ago ventilation 1s 
a factor in the treatment of discase 


was a point hardly ever considered, 


and, indeed, to have ordered fresh 
air through the medium of widely ' 
opined windows would in such mal- 


ndica o8 phthisis haye almost laid 
ono under a criminal charge of, con- 
nivings at death, 

Fortunately a great change has 
come about in medical opinions, on 
cheso matters, and nowadays offi- 
cient ventilation is insured wilh quite 
mathematical precision, and frosh air 
ja considered tho first factor in all 
varieties of treatment, We know 
now nol only from practical expori- 
ence, but from bacteriological re- 
search a8 well, that by far the most 
powerful germicides—aud so the 
greatest factors in combating and 
preventing germ discases—are sun- 
light and fresh air, 

It is, however, the wish of the 
writer to point out that tho princi- 
ples which underlic this treatment 
may yet perhaps play: 2 more import- 
nad rola than ag a cure for consump- 
tion and its prayention, 

The open-air principles of treat- 
ment in their essence are these; 
That ingtead of using artificial me- 
thods as drugs to stimulate and 
strengthen the tissue vilality of the 
body in its never-ceasing war against 
malevolent germs, we should make 
use to the fullest extent of natural 
forces to achieve this purpose, with 
qa far more Jasting result, If,, than, 
these measures are efficacious when 
disease has got a hold, the question 
that occurs to one’s mind is, Why 
not adopt them aa methods of pre- 
yention in health? That prevention 
ja better than cure is perhaps a time- 
worn maxim, but in no instance could: 
it point a better moral than in this. 
In fact, to borrow in a part o po- 
jitical phrase, our policy should be 
one of “tha open window.”

any bedroom under these conditions, 
one has only to go out into the fresh 
air for a few minutés and then re- 
turn to the room where seyen or 
Gight hours haye been passed and 
the almost unbearable closeness to 
which the long hours haye made us 
accustomed will then be readily ap- 
preciated. 

It is one of the inconsistencies of 
life which can not at first’ sight be 
explained that people who stenr to 
find long confinement in one room 
during the day almost unbearanble 
are yet content to spend eight or 
nine hours at night under similar 
conditions without demur. This tol- 
eration is due perhaps mainly to two 
factors—firstly, that a yitiated at- 
mosphere seldom gives rise to ao- 
tual discomfort, and eyen when it 
does such discomforts us headache 
and languor are attributed to other 
causes; secondly, to the idea that 
around the cracks of the doorg and 
winds quite sufficient interchange of 
air goes on. Tt is true that a cer- 
toin amount of yentilation does go 
through these means, but as compar- 
ed with the pollution of the air in 
an ayerage-sized bedroom it is « neg- 
ligible quantity. 


THE SLEEPING ROOM 


The importance of abundant fresh 
air at night can best bea brought 
home to one by considering a few 


of the factors which contribute to 
such a malady, as the tubercular dis- 
casé of the lungs. As regards its 
cuuse and onset, one may remark 
that here or olsewhere in nature, 
soil and seed are the essential fac- 
tors for germination and growth. In 
disease these two factors are always 
operating. They are called in me 
cal parlance “predisposing” and “ex- 
citing” causes. ‘This, explained in 
common terms, means that the fi 
named factor prepares, s 
the soil and surroundings for 
second, the seed or exciting cause, 
to germinate and grow in, ‘The 

which falls on stony ground withers 
and dies, but that which alights on 
suitable soil lives to produce its kind 

The human body is a veritable 
growing ground for microbes, some 
of them beneficent, some of them 
malign. Do cope with the latter, spe- 
cidlised sells scattered throughout che 
tissues make noyer-ceasing war on 
them, ‘These cells are the guardians 
of our health, and in order for them 
adequately to fulfill these functions, 
they need an amount of orygen that 
only free excess to fresh air can give. 
Microbes soming in contact with 
these special cells or leucocytes share 
the fate of the seed that fell on 
stony ground. 

Now in order to cope successfully 
with this perpetual warfare and to 
cheek and kesp down the increase of 
microbes in the system, it is plainly 
tesential that the vitality of these 
cells should be ma ined, as this 
can only be achi by a constant 
supply of fresh oxygen through the 
lungs - and - suf 
through che alimentary tract, 

THE DANGER POINT. 

Our natural sense of taste in such 
that we are, generally speaking, able 
to select or reject that which is use- 
ful for food nutrition, Not so with 
respiration, except with those few 
who are able to detect immediately 
nin that is not fresh or suitable for 
respiring. {t is here, in this instance, 
the, the great damage is done, and 
the persons who, through a night's 
rest of eight or nine hours’ duration 
or a third of a day, breathe, through 
lack of ventilation, the same air oy~ 
er and over again, could not do 
themselyes more harm if they took 
unwholesome food. 

The main objections raised to hay- 
ing windows widely opened at night 
ara four—namely, o prejudice against 
night air, fear of draughts, discom- 


wed 


fort of feeling cold, and) lastly, foar 
of damp, The prejudice against 
night air hua perhaps came down 
from an age that understood Tittle 
of hygiene. Night air is not only 
harmices, but is, as a matter of fact, 
peer than day air, because the 
percentage of dust, soot and the 
products of fire oombustion is lass. 
‘As regards draughts they can in the 
first place be obviated either by 
geveening or byi haying the windows 
wide open. Most people know that 
the rate at which \

travel through any giyen opening is 
inversely proportional to its area, 80, 
by having wider open windows tha 
rate of influx i4 diminished and) of- 
ten so much, that a draught will be 
no longer Lelt. 

The discomfort of feeling cold can 
be obyiated by an extra blanket, Re- 
spiring cold ain in these circumstan- 
ces is precisely the same as respir- 
ing it wh n out of doors, and so must 
be equally as healthy. Lastly, a8 re- 
gards damp; moisture from the 
lungs will probably account for fur 
more damp than any influx of mois- 
ture-laden air through open windows 
Most of us know the haze that coy- 
ers the windows in our living rooais 
in winter, MWhis film of damp, 4 mere 
indication only of (he amount that 
id in the atmosphere of the room, de- 
rives its source entirely from our 
pired air and it is computed that ov- 
er half a pint will be given off in 
this way from the lungs of an adult 
during @ night of nine or ten hours. 

I will now, only say, in conclusion, 
that the experiences of the last few 
years as regards the fresh air, treat- 
ment of consumption have taught us 
that we must fall back on (he na- 
{ural forces of fresh air and sunlight 
ag the surest way of maintaining: 
health and defeating discase, and in 
many cases these factors combine in 
themselves more efficacy than all the 
drugs that could eyer be preseribed,

BREST REGIMENT CAVES IN 


Asks Pardon of Vice-Admiral Chouknin 
and Return to Duty—Two Ships Iq 
the Harbor Join the Mutineers, 
But There Were No Disorders on 
Sunday—An Admiral Seriously 
Wounded by the Sailors. 


Sebastopol, Noy. 27.—Though the mu- 
tinous sallors have not yet submitted, 
but on the contrary have received pro- 
mises of support from the crews of 
the battleship Panteleimon (formerly 
the Knlaz Potemkine) and the cruiser 
Otchakoff, and though they are in 
complete possession of the Admiralty 
port, where the barracks are located, 
there were no disorders yesterday and 
the situation ts regaded as much im- 
proved. 

The mutineers have been deserted 
by the Brest Regiment, which march- 
ed off under arms to a camp formed 
by loyal sallors, and sent a message to 
Vice-Admiral Ghouknfn, asking his 
pardon and #aylng that they were ready 
to return to duty. ” 

The authorities have posted artillery 
and haye the mutineers completely 
hemmed in but are awaiting the ar- 
rival of the troopa from Simferopol be- 
fore attempting to retake the barracks. 

Disciplined Mutineers. 

The mutineers apparently are in a 
state of excellent disdipline. They have 
erected barricades, have placed a 
guard at the aqueduct which suppiles 
the barracks and have thrown out 
pickets, which take regular turns at 
guardian duty, They declared yester- 
day that they had risen because their 
commanders had withheld concessions 
promised by the Emperor, and they 
were ready to hold out until these were 
put into effect, 

The sailors who mutinled number 
about 4,000 and belong to various equip- 
pages from the 28th to the 36th. In- 
cluding the sallors on board the ships, 
there were about 8,000 In Sebastopol 
when the mutiny occurred. The troops 
in the garrison consisted of the Brest 
and Bielostok regiments, with two bat- 
tallons of artillery, one battallon of 
fortress artillery. 


ADMIRAL PISAREVSKI SHOT. 


Seriously Shot by Sailors Whom He 
Prevented Meeting. 
Sebastopol, Nov. 27—The sailors of 
this port and the Brest Regiment have 
united and joined the workmen who 
are holding a meeting under the red 
flag. The city is in a state of pamtc. 
The sailors Saturday attempted to hold 
@ meeting and Read Admiral Pisarey- 
ski announced that the meeting would 
be dispersed by the use of firearms, 
whereupon the sailors fired on and 

wounded the admiral. 
Send Admiral a Coffin, 

Odessa, Noy, 27—Troops have been 
sent from here to quell the disorders 
at Sebastopol, which are reported to 
be increasing. The mutineers have 
sent the chief admiral a black coffin 
and haye demanded that he leave the 
town immediately, Railway traffic with 
Sebastopol is interrupted. 

The wounds of Admiral Pisareysk!, 
who was shot by the mutinous sailors, 
are serious. 

Budget Completed. 

London, Noy. 27.—A despatch to a 
news agency from St. Petersburg says 
the Minister of Finance has completed 
the budget for the coming year and

Moscow, Noy, 27:—Late Saturday 
night, after two days which were de 
voted to a continuous discussion of the 
Polish question, the resolution propos- 
ed by the committee endorsing the 
stand of the previous congress of auton- 
omy, but favoring reference to the 
whole question to the Natlonal Assem- 
bly for a settlement, was adopted un- 
changed by the Zemstyo Congress. 

Positions Abolished. 

St. Petersburg, Noy, 27,—An Imperial 
ukase published Saturday announces 
that the posts of Goyernor-General of 
St. Petersburg, Assistant Minister of 
the Interlor, and chief of police, have 
been abolished. These positions were 
held by Gen. Trepoff prior to his resig- 
nation. 

Ex-Prisoners Revolt. 

London, Noy. 27—A despatch to a 
news agency from Vladiyostock, dated 
Noy. 25, says: “A number of Russian 
troops who were taken prisoners at 
Port Arthur, and who recently were 
returned here for enrolment in the local 
garrison, revolted to-day, killing two 
of their officers and wounding fiye oth- 
ers. The reasons for the revolt are not 
known.” 

Bomb-Throwing In Warsaw. 

Warsaw, Nov. 27—At 10 o'clock last 
night two bombs were thrown through 
the windows of tho cafe of the Hotel 
Bristol, The explosions resulted in the 
smashing of furniture and the slight 
injury of a few persons. No one was 
killed, though the cafe was crowded. 

Section Man Is Krtea. 

London, Noy. 27.—Jesse Westwood, 
aged 60 years, a section man employed 
on the Grand Trunk, was run over by 
a freight train near Hyde Park, a sta- 
tion about five miles west of here, 
about 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
Both his legs and an arm were ampu- 
tated, the former belng above the 
knees. Ho died at 6.30, He ts surviv- 
ed by a widow and one child, a young 
boy. 


Her Last Hymn Written. 

Boston, Noy, 27—Mrs, Mary Kidder, 
the hymn writer, died at Chelsea Sat- 
urday. Mrs, Kidder was 86 years of 
age, “Is My Name Written There?” 
“we Shall Sleep But Not Forever’ and 
“The Golden Side” were among some 
of her best known compositions, and 
it is estimated that she wrote more 
than 1,000 hymns during her life. 

Barge Melrose Sunk. 

Brockville, Noy, 24.—The barge Mel- 
rose of the Montreal Transportation 
Company ran on a shoal & mile from 
here yesterday morning and sank. The 
crew were remoyed in safety. The 
barge was loaded with 50,000 bushels

Light Let In At Hamilton to 
Tariff Commission. 


SENSATION AT THE INQUIRY 


Grocers’ Wholesale Co. Lifts the Lid 
Covering the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Guild, Which They Said Controlted 

the Output of the Redpath Sugar 
Refinery—Affects Canning and 
Starch Industries. 


Hamilton, Noy, 25—The Tarlt! Com- 
missioners spent a busy day yesterday 
with the manufacturers of the city. 
They will complete thelr work here 
Saturday at noon. The stoye manu- 
facturers put up a strong plea for more 
protection. They complained that thers 
had been an extraordinary Increase 
during the past two years In the num- 
ber of stoves imported from the United 
States. They complained particularly 
of the way the Americans were cutting 
Into the trade of the west. One reason 
was that the American enjoyed more 
favorable freight rates. 

The Grocers’ Wholesale Co, made the 
most startling claim. They said that 
they had been refused goods by the 
Redpath Sugar Refinery, which 
that its whole output was controlled 
by the Wholesale Grocers’ Guild, and 
that it would be necessary for ttte 
wholesale grocers to join that guild 
to get goods. The starch manufactur- 
ers, canners of vegetables, and so forth 
had been forced by the guild to decline 
orders from the wholesale grocers, and 
for this reason the grocers asked that 
all these articles should be placed on 
the free lst.

FARGO, NORTH DAKOTA AND TOR- 
ONTO JUNCTION, 


Two Widoly Separated Examples, and 
Both Equally Convincing. 

On tho Red River stands two cilios, 
on opposite banks, The population 
was about equal, and so wis the 
amount of taxable property, when 
somo yeara ago Wargo, being in the 
State of North Dakota, camo undor 
the regime of Slate prohibition, 
Moorehead, on the opposite bank, be- 
ing in the State of Minnexota, re- 
mained under license. Now note what 
was tho sequel, for it was on extri- 
ominary lesson, 1 

The liquor people and their sym- 
pathizers ventured on the most Jug- 
ubrious predictions about poor Wan- 
go. Tt would become part of the 
wilderness, Its people would cross 
the Red River to Moorehead, where 
they could get drink if they wanted, 
Then its taxes would ba so inordinate 
that new immigrants seeking homes 
would be scared away from it, But 
in twelve years Moorchead, with its 
licensed temples of Bacchus, bas seen 
its population inorease only from 
2,500 to 3,500. It is still nothing, but 
a big village. And the expense in- 
volved by the inorease in criminality 
onused by the worship of liquor has 
far moro than eaten up the income 
from the saloon tax, Meantimo she 
has all theso years been looking 
across the river at her rival, and 
what has been doyeloping there 1 

Fargo, which was to be ruined by 
prohibition, has grown from a village 
of 2,500 to a handsome city, contain- 
ing 12,000 inhabitants. Theso haye 
put in electrio light plant, fino wat- 
erworks, payed fifteen miles of 
streets, built splendid schools, and 
are able to boast of the best public 
improvements in the Northwest. Yet 
two years «igo the mayor signed and 
published a statement that all the 
time their taxes had been loayer than 
these of the saloon town just across 
the river, 

TORONTO JUNCTION. 

Dr. Hazefwood, writing, in the 
Christian Guardian of Noyember 22, 
states: 

Dear Sir,—So many of my friends 
are writing for information con- 
cerning the working of local option 
in this town that [ concluded, now 
that the fight is on in 60 many mun- 
icipalities, to send you a few lines 
that others might read and be belp- 
ed in the struggle. 

I haye been in the town noarly 
five months, and although on the 
street avery day, hive seen but one 
drunken man in that time. If the 
vote was 4aken again I am convinced 
do so again, and many who were op- 
posed wonld now support the men- 
sure. 

Tho treating system has been ab- 
olished, One of the ablest oppon- 
ents of the measure admits this, A 
leading physician said that a young 
man, an’ employee of the C. P. R.. 
whom he haa been treating for ty- 
phoid fever in the hhospital, told him 
that had it not been for local op- 
tion he would have been without 
money to pay his expenses. When 
the bars closed he quit drinking. 
When the fizht was on, one of the 
liguor sellers said that tho trade they 
wanted was not that of the drunks, 
etc., but of the workingman who 
would drop in to have a drink when 
going to and from work. In anti- 
local option days crowds of these 
men visited the bars eyery, day. That 
is all stopped now. 

Business was never better in the 
history of the town. The (growth 
is more rapid than in “boom” days. 
and is more solid. The population 
since the closinz of fha ‘bars has 
increased by, nearly 2,000, This is not 
all to ba attributed to local option, 
Other causes have helped. But lo- 
caf option has not ‘killed the place,’ 
as many of the opponents of the mea- 
sure predicted. Merchants say that 
sales are greater, and collections 
edsier, Women who had little money 
to spend in license days on the ne- 
cessaries of life are in fairly afflueot 
circumstances now, About three hun- 
dred dwellings have been erected this 
year. These, with some business 
places alvo crected this year, repre- 
sent an outlay of close to three-quar- 
ters of a million of dollars. A larze 
hardware and tinware business ad- 
vertised Jast week in o city paper 
for twenty-five tinsmiths and help- 
ers, to whom steady employment is 
promised,  Wirat-clasa  enlertain- 
ment is provided for the public at 
the hotels. One hotel advertises ‘‘sey- 
en meals for one dollgr.’) One of 
these hotelkeepezs has recently pur- 
chased one of the largest business 
blocks in town. proving that he has 
faith in the business stability of tho 
town even if it is “dry.” 

An ex-policeman, not a supporter 
of local option. says: ‘Vico is driven 
from our streels, T used to havo 
to go into these bars in license days, 
three or four times a night, and 
clean them oot,” 

The sergeant of the police force 
said to me the other day, "Tell tho 
people that local option is all rizht.’ 
Some liquor may be. and doublless 
is, sold here, but if is done secretly. 
The mon who sell haye beon punish- 
ed. 

A leading citizen said to me, "L am 
pleased to say Toronto Function is 
a much more desirable place to live 
and do business in under local op- 
tion than ever it was undor tha Ii- 
cense system.’

mong Lake, while others olaim that 
bh filter is what the oity, requires, 

The two former suggestions the 
Commissioners have evidently passed 
over os not being, feasible, But the 
latter bas made an impression. The 
Water Commissioners realize that 
there is a growing dangen of con- 
tamination of the river waten from 
the rapidly increasing population of 
the summer resorts along the Ka- 
wartha lakes, and they know and 
have admitted to the public that the 
city water this fall was not as good 
as it should have been. hey realize 
that something must be done in the 
near future, The population of the 
city, is rapidly increasing, thus the 
supply of well water will be dis- 
couraged, and a grent many wells 
should be filled up. This leaves the 
public relying, almost entirely onthe 
city water for all purpooses, and 
therefore the greatest care must be 
exercised and the city must hayo 
pure water, 

The Commoissioners themselves are 
fully aware of the city’s require- 
meénts and oof the growing dangers 
from the Stony Lake cottagers and 
campers, 
instructed the city clerk to write to 
the chairman of the f water and 
light committee of Guelph in regard 
to a filter. That city has been con- 
sidering, the matter of a filter for 
seyeral months, amd they have en- 
gaged Mr. Hazen, of New York, an 

spert, to visit Guelph and give his 
advice as ta the best system of filtor- 
ing for them fo install, The Pot- 
erboro Commissioners. being alive, 
thought it would be advisable to haye 
Mr, Hazen ytsit Peterboro also.

Also Mutinied—Constant Shipment 
of Arms to Finland—Postal Tie Up 
Is Complote—Strikers Are Firm 
and Determined — Will the 
Czar Flee?—Very Little Nows. 


May Mean Work For Tropoff. 

Parls, Dec. 4——A despatch to The 
Temps from St, Petersburg, dated Sun- 
day, Dec. 3, yia Edytkuhnen, Bust 
Prussia, to-day, says: U 

“The atrike of the post and telegraph 
employes is general, the Government 
remaining unyielding before the de- 
mands of the strikers. 

‘This situation may be prolonged for 
several days, but it js doubtful if tt 
will terminate peacefully. Again the 
word dictator 14 circulated, as during 
the early days of November. Gen, Tre- 
poft {s said to be ready to return to 
the scene and restore order by a sys- 
tem of arrests and fusllades,’” 

Riga Regiments Mutiny. 

London, Doc 6.—The correspondent 
at St. Petersburg of The Times says: 

Three regiments at Riga have re- 
fused to perform police duties,

ence Father John of Cronstadt. 

Count Alyensleben (former Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg) has brought 
fo autograph letter from Wmperor 
William to Emperor Nicholas.

Stockholm, Dec. 6.—Great quantities 
of arms and ammunition are belng 
Imported to Finland.

Byery available revolyer has been 
shipped, as well as large quantities of 
discarded Swedish army guns.

WILL THE CZAR FLEE? 


German Squadron Sighted In Baltic 
Sea Near Russian Coast, 


St. Petersburg, yia Bydtkuhnen, Hast 
Prussia, Dec. 4—It is reported from 
Cronstadt that 2 German squadron has 
been sighted in the Baltic Sea, near 
the Russian coast, 

Rumor attributed the appearance of 
the squadron as preparatory to the 
flight of the Russian Imperial family. 

Agrarian and antlJewlsh outbreaks 
are reported to haye occurred in the 
Governments of Chernigoff, Terek, 
Kursk and Kasan. 

France Stands by Russia. 

Paris, Dec. 6 —Premier MRouvier 
made a vehement protest in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday against the 
SociaHst declaration in favor of the 
Russian revolutionists. He said the 
French Government intended to remain 
faithful to the friendly allied nation. 
The Chamber voted its approval of M. 
Rouvier's statement. 

Strikers Are Firm. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 3—(9 p. m.)— 
Via Eydtkuhnen, Bast Prussia, Dec. 4. 
—The city remains quiet, but extreme 
tension prevails. Armed patrols of 
cayalry and infantry ore in the streets, 
especially In the neighborhood of the 
telegraph office. The telegraph and 
postal tieup remains complete. Sol- 
diers and employes of other depart- 
ments are being used to deliver por 
tions of the yast accumulation of mall. 

Universal Suffrage. 

The authorities profess confidence 
that the strike will be broken in a few 
days, but the basis of their optimism 
it not stated. The immolation of In- 
terfor Minister Durnovo seems to offer 
a way of retreat for the Government. 
his involves another surrender before 
the victorious proletariat, Count Witte, 
is now convinced that the Emperor by 
acceding to the demand for universal 
suffrage, may still find a common 
ground on which the Government and 
the moderates and the extreme ele- 
ments can stand. 

A Dictator Next. 

If this fails to stay the headlong 
march of events, the proclamation of 
® ready made constitution might be 
tried as the last card. Then nothing 
would remain except the proclamation 
of a dictatorship. 

A Republic of Thelr Own. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 3—(9 p.m.)— 
via Bydtkuhnen, Bast Prussia, Dec. 4. 
—News which has a curious parallel 
in the French revolution comes from 
a little village on the borders of the 
Baltic, where the people have or- 
ganized the “Republic of Novaregank.” 
They have issued a manifesto abolish- 
ing the rule not only of the Emperor, 
but of the deity, which has been read 
in the churches, and the popular as- 
sembly halls. 

London In the Dark.

against the licensing system, 

In a statement that has boon given 
the manufacturers, it has been ex- 
plained that conditions on whicn a li- 
conse would ba granted \yould necos- 
sitate the pluco wheru Lhe cheese is 
monufaclured, having a pure water 
&ipply, its being xept clean, posses- 
éing good drainage and being in ey- 
ery Way fil for the wanafacture of 
food prodact&S In many of the syn- 
dicates all the owners of the factor- 
jes have expressed theamsilyes as be- 
ang in favor of the liceuss system. In 
one of the sections where 
soloe of the worst factories in tho 
province, all the manufacturers but 
one declared in favor of licensing. 

If these men do not object to licen. 
sing there is not likely to be any 
strong objection to the introduction 
0° such a system.

EDIBLE AND POISONOUS MUSHROOMS. 


A Valuable Treatise on the Subjeot, Written for The Post by Mr. 
Ross N. Leggett, Lindsay, for the Guidance of Collectors. 


\ Continued from last week. 
HONEY COLORED ARMILLARIA, 
This mushroom grows singly or in 

great clusters during September, and 

may be sought in the woods or on 
recently cleared land, either on the 
round a ttha base of trees or grow- 
ing on decayed wood, The caps are 
from one to si xinches broad, and 
yary in color from tho lighest shades 
of yellow down to a dark reddish 
brown. The caps of tho young 
plants am covered with very little 
brownish or blackish scales on tufts 


of hair, The margins of the caps 
are usually, turned in toward tho 
‘gills. 


Mhe stems are whitish or reddish 
brown, somewhat darker near the 
base than above, They are uniform 
in thickness quite firm on the out- 
Side, but soft and hollow within, Ono 
Bpécies, the Armillaria Bulbosa, has 
a stem witha bulbous base, but there 
is no cup or wrapper, and another, 
the Armillaria) Radicata, has a stem 
Wistinotly tapering toward the base, 
which penetrates the ground for 
jguite ao distance. The stems all oar- 
try, a ring which ia quite heavy and 
Qoose on the stem, and rather mem- 
branous, and may be lacking in a 
very old plant. 

The gills are whitish and some- 
‘times marked with reddish brown 
spots, They are usually simply join- 
ed to the stem, but in some speciemns 
grow down tho stem a short distance. 

In gathering ony of tho Armillaria 
for the table ,the collector should 
carry with him a sharp knife and di- 
vide the mushroom through tho cap 
and down the centre of the stem and 
examine carefully for worms. Only 
‘those which are free from such in- 
fection should be used, 4 
Ve INK CAPS, 

Everyone who is fond of mush- 
rooms should know this most deli- 
cious species, and its cousin, the 
Shaggy Mane. 

These two mushrooms grow in 
lgreat abundance ,are yery easily re- 
sognized and in no way resemble any 
poisonous species, The Ink Cap, or 
Inky Caprinus, has x cap which is 
roundly conical and is lead colored, 
\g1eyish, or greyish brown. sometimes 
spotted near the crown with darker 
brown. In nearly every specimen the 
margin of the cap is notebed or lob- 
ed, The stems are nearly pure white, 
are slender and smooth, are hollow 
and carry no ring, ‘The gills ore

|caps are cylindrical, with margins) 
split, becoming expanded and resem- 
bling a half opened umbrella, ‘The 
young plants are rather dark in col- 
or, but at maturity are white and 
shaggy, being covered thickly with a 
mass of curly scales. 

The stems are hollow, smooth and 
white, and in the young plants caT- 
ry a ring, but os they reach matucity 
this ring sometimes becomes loose 
and falls to the base or entirely dis- 
appears. The gills are very closely 
packed, and are at first white, then 
tinged with pink and are finally 
black, at which stago they soon dis- 
solve to an inky, fluid. The spores 
are black, 

Shaggy Manes should bo seught 
during September and October in 
dumping grounds, rich lawns and 
pastures, and by roadsides. Saveral 
times during last Octobor, IT saw on- 
ough Shaggy Manes in the town park 
near the band stand to furnish de- 
licious and wholesome food for twen- 
ty families, yet cach day they were 
allowed to rot away, as there seemed 
mo one to gather the harvest. When 
Nature causes foot to grow at our 
very feet, free to any who will gath- 
er it, we should not entirely neglect

‘HOW, TO COOK THEM. 


Both the Ink Caps and the Shaggy 
Mane require to be cooked for but a 
very few minutes, and should never 
be washed or allowed tq come in con- 
tact with water, but simply, wiped 
with a cloth, Use only the caps, as 
| the stems if used will still be tough 
when the balance is ready, to serve. 
A yery, tasty, way to cook these mush- 
rooms is as follows: Place a heap- 
ing tablespoonful of butter in a fry- 
ing pan over a hot fire, As soon 
as the butter is well melted add three 
tablespoonfuls of water and one 
quart of mushrooms, Cover pan 
tightly and allow to stew not more 
than fiye minutes, or until the pieces 
of mushroom are tender. Placo on 
hot buttered toast and serve at once, 
If the collector has shad o tramp 
through the woods for two or three 
miles in the keen October air such a 
feast is more readily, appreciated 
than described, 

Thie will complete the list of the 
gilled mushrooms, and though 1 have 
| described but a few of the legions 
of edible fungi still the collector wili 
find therein some for eyery month 
from May until November. It has 
not been the writer’s aim to describe 
a great number of mushrooms but 
to give the characteristics of u few 
;that are easily distinguished, andin 
the gathering of which there would 
be the least ohance of error. Should 
any one care to ga more deeply in- 
to the study, there ara many oxcel- 
lent works on Mycholozy, some of 
them profusely illustrated with col- 
ored plates, muking the identifica-

1 PURE BALLS, 

We are now to take up an entirely 
‘different order of fungus from any 
heretofore described. In the gilled 
|mushrooms wo found that the gills 

were the fruiting portion of ithe 
plant, os from them the myriad tiny 
spores are liberated, to be carried by 
the myriad winds to take root in 
new places and continue the poduc- 
tion of new plants. 
| Puff balls baye no gills, but carry 
their spores in a pouch, known as & 
gleba, and this pouch i coyered bea 
skin whioh at maturity breake and 
permits the dust-like spores to es- 
cape, Nearly every one is familiar 
with the puS ball or ‘smoke ball,” 
and has pinched them to see tho 
| Vemoke” excupe. thereby, assisting, the 
plant to do that for which nature 
| designed it, namely, to soutter ite 
| spores, 


All the species of puff balls are 
| both edible and delicious, and the col- 
lector 1s in no dangér in cating any } 
of them—proyiiled, of course, that he 
is sure he has gathered onty puff 
balls and not mixed with them tho 
undeveloped button of some danger- 
ous mushroom. This point may be 
easily settled when the puff) balls aro 
being prepared for cooking, by out- 
ting them in half, If tho specimen 
ip solid, white and cheesy within, 
showing no sign of an embryo stem, 
it is a puff ball, but if, on being, so 
severed, it resembles a miniatura 
dumb bell, surrounded by a white 
wrapper, discard it, All puff balls, 
large and small, whereyer found, are 
edible so Jong as tho interior or 
fleshy part of the plant is whito or 
cream colored, but once thoy turn 
yellow brown or green |b means that 
decay has set in, ond thoy are no 
longor fit for food, | ah

Nearly, all specter of putt balls grow 
in fields, pastures or ricoh grassy 
meadows, e8> cially those on which 
sheep are ,vastured, An old shcop 
meadow, ontuining, decayed stumps 
and roots, is an ideal place in which 
to find them. ‘They, appear like little 
white balls growing close to the 
ground, and yary in\size from that 
of a pea to the enormous sizo of 
three feet in diameter and weighing 
over forty, pounds, Giant puff balls 
are most frequently found growing 
around old saw mills, or upon round 
filled in with sawdust and sanw mill 
refuse, In seeking, the giant puff 
ball do not expect to find one as 
large as the one jash desorjbed, as

Somo puff balls are not sphorionl, 
but are pear stiaped and of a dingy 
white or brownish color, Those ore 
commonly found srowing in immense 
olustera in old stumps and logs in 
the woods, or in fields and pastures, 
Aw puff balls grow in great obund- 
ance from early Juno, until October, 
the colleoton of fungi, if disappointed 
in other direotiona, may always turn 
to them in his hour of noed. 

Tn preparing, puft ‘balls for tho ta- 
ble, tho outen akin should bo removed 
muoh after the manner in which ono 
would peel an orange; then cut tho 
solid white meat into slices an inch 
thick and fry for about five min- 
utes, or until a rich golden brown, 

They alsa make a yory weloomo ad- 
dition to soups, broth on gravy, and 
should ba added about ten minutes 
before serving, ‘Or they may, be us- 
ed as a salad by, cutting into thin 
strips and serving raw with lettuce 
and w prepared salad dressing, of 
simply with salad oil ard vinegar. 

The giant puff ball, if large enough, 
to warrant, may be cul in slices half 
an inch thick, dipped in an egg bat- 
ter, and fried for about five minutes, 
To bo continued.

Einas Mikkelson Tells of His Plans and Hopes Concerning the Ex- 
pedition whioh will go Through the Northern Country to the 
Polar Rogions—What he Expeots to Discover on tho Trip. 


London, Nov, 29—Vlansa Lave been 
formulated by, w young Dane, Hinar 
Mikkelsen, for what promises to be 
un interesting: expedition to the Arc- 
tio regions, the objeotive point being 
that pore of the Polan Ocean whieh» 
les immediately to the west ef the 
group of great islands known as the 
Parry Archipelago, north of the nor- 
thern coast)of Camada. Mr. Miklkol- 
yen is at present in London, whither 
he has come to consult with the Roy- 


ol Geographical Sooicty, 

Me took part in the first Ziegler 
expedition of 1901-2, under Evelyn 
Baldwin, and before visiting Franz 
Josef Land had experience of Arotio 
exploration under Lieut, Amdrup of 
the Danish Royal Navy, on his sec~ 
ond expedition) to the East Greenland 
coast in 1900 and on the bout exour- 
sion thab year, when they explored 
and mapped a long stretch of the 
coast, covering some two degrees of 
latitude southwards from near the 
entrance ta Scoresby Sound, After 
the Baldwin expedition his work lay 
for a time in Icolandic waters, The 
Thor was sent by tho Danish govern- 
ment to these waters in fulfilment of 
the part assigned to Denmurls by the 
international council for the scien- 
tifio inyestigation of the sea, in con- 
neotion with tho fisheries, 

“My proposed expedition,” said Mr. 
Mikkelsen in an interview, ‘does oot 
aim at the pole eithen dircotly or in- 
directly, Of course I cannot fix pre- 
cise limita to the field of work, but 
I do not expect it will extend farther 
north than about the 76th parallel, 
It is in the hope of making geograph- 
foal discoveries that I om undertak- 
ing the expedition. A glance at the 
map will show that the most west- 
erly islands.of the Parry, Archipelago 
—Banks Land and Prince Patrick Is- 
land—extend to about the 125th mer- 
idian west of Greenwich. To ithe 
west of these islands, that is, to the 
mouth of the Mackenzie River, and 
of the northern shores of Alaska, lies 
an entirely unexplored region, 

“These northern shores of the 
North American continent comprise 
one of the most tightly ice-bound 
coasts*in the world. ‘The American 
whalers that come up from San Fran- 
cisco in tha summer through the Beh- 
ring strait, scarcely eyer get out of 
sight of land, Eyen when a strong 
wind blows off the shore the ice only 
drifts back a few miles, This state 
of things is unfavorable to the sup- 
position that the open oceam lies be- 
hind—an expanse of ocean, it would 
perhaps be more accurate ta say, un- 
broken by Jand. My belief, in fact. 
is that there is land awairing dis- 
covery in this section of the Polar 
Ocean, Collinson and McClure, on, 
Uieir expeilition Half a century ago, 
kept close to the coast, Tt is my ob: 
ject to see what lies away from the 
ccast, and to try ta locate (@3 land 
Which I believe to exist there. 

“Of course it is a theory on which 
T am working—a theory which, in my 
opinion, is justified by the known 
facts, The expedition I am now 
organizing is designed to put the the- 
ory to the test. But, as a matter 
of fact. there is ona record of what 
is supposed to have been tho observa- 
tion of land. In the seventies of last 
century un American whaler named 
Keenan drifted some little distance 
north in a fog, and when tie fog 
cleared he thought he saw Jand in 
the distance, This was north of 
Harrison Bay, on the Alaskan coast. 


HAS TWO COMPANIONS. 


“Two companions will join mo in 
the expedition, One of these is Mr, 
Lieffing well, a yoting American yeol- 
ogist, whose acquaintance I made, on 


the Baldwin expedition, and the oth- 
ex is Mr, Ditleysen, a fellow-country- 
man of mine, who is an artist and) 
naturalist, ind who, like myself, ac- 
companied Lietu. Amdruy) to the 
Bast Greenland coast in 1900, ‘he 
three of us propose to start from 
Canada in the spring of next year, 
And here let me suy that though 1 
am hoping to explore w portion of 
the Poiar Ocean, my plans do not 
contemplate the exclusive use of a 
ship for the purpose of the expedi-

SIR WILFRID ON CANADA, 

aaa? nil 
| ‘A Chicago contemporary which 
publishes editorials by the Inity, hae 
secured ong from Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
in which he compares the deyelop- 
ment of Canada with that of this 
country, The nations of the Old 
(World, he says, have now commeno- 
ed to realize that in the Western 
sky has risen a new star which may 
develop into a constellation of the 
first magnitude. He answers tho 
geustion why Canada has been, of 
slower growth than this country. 
Canada was settled and goyerned for 
many years by the French, There was 


no municipal freedom such om thare 
was hore, ‘Tho energies of the peo- 
ple were shacklod and there was lit- 
tle growth, “When thia country sep- 
arated from Great Britain it was 
to go ahead on ita own Lincs, Can- 
ada did not nttain complote respons- 
ible self-government till about 1850, 
The United States had a homogenc- 
ous people, a compact territory, and 
for 100 yeara attracted tho brain and 
brawn of all the world. Canada had 
to make of her soattered provinces 
one nation, In 1867 this work bo- 
gon; later o transcontinental rail- 
way aided this. But what first at- 
trnoted the eyes of the world to Can- 
oda was tho tariff preference given 
in 1897 ta the goods of Groat Britain, 
This drew the attention of all other 
nations. Another transcontinental 
railway now under construction is 
opening a new route fon Britain to 
the Orient and consolidating, Canada, 
Sir Wilfrid concludes in these stir 
ring words: , 

“Wo say to-day that Oanada isa 
nation, and wo take pride in it. Gun- 
ada is a notion, and yet it is still a 
colony. We are reversing history. If 
you go baok to tho days of old you 
will invariably, find that the relations 
between the colonics and the par- 
ont state resulteda in a yiolent sep- 
aration, But wo mako pretensions to 
the writing of history, td a histocy 
which has never been written’ ‘be- 
fore, and our purpose is to romain 
a nation under the British flag.” )

MR. HANNA EXPLAINS, 


Won, W. J. Hanna; seeks to throw 
some new light on the issue that has 
beon raisod botweon the Whitney Goy- 
ernment and/ its License Board in, To- 
ronto, says the Toronto Daily Star, 
ami he changes the ex-Commis- 
sioners with not being candid enough 
with the public, He iq moro candid. 
He makes known something they, 
havo kept back. "I think it is very 
material ta an understanding, of 
their motivo in resigning,” writes Mr, 
Hanna, “to stata that their resigna- 
tion was signed and sent on, ta the 
Goyernment before the old inspectors 
were remoyed or their successors ap- 
pointed, or their names known to the 
Commissioners.” 

This is what happened. “Tho re- 
signation,” Mr. Hanna explains, “fol- 
lowed immediately upon a) personal 
communication from ma to the chair- 
man of tha Commission, indicating to 
him what the Government intend*d 
to do,” ‘ 

How does this explanation serye 
the Goyernment# It seems rather to 
have quite the other effeot. Mr. 
Hapna informed the chairman of the 
Commission indicating to him what 
the Government intended to do—com- 
municated with him before dismissing, 
the old inspectors and before appoint- 
ing the new ones. Promptly the 
Commissioners met and resigned in 
protest against the action that the 
Goyernment had decided upon doing, 
but had not yet done, his clears 
up a point that was doubtful until 
Mr. Hanna spoke, for it shows that 
before dismissing, the inspectors the 
Government knew the whole price of 
their action—knew that the diamis- 
sal of the inspectors meant the re- 
tirement of the License Commission- 
crs. i 
Nothing, was heard publicly, of the 
affair at that time. Official aotion 
hed not been taken. Hastings had 
not been dismissed, Purvis had not 
been appointed. Yet| the Cabinet 
met, dismissed Hastings, appointed 
Purvis, and let the Commissioners 
slide, The Government deliberately, 
chose Mr. Purvis and let Mr. Hast- 
ings, Mr, Plavelle, Col. Dayidgon, and 
Major Murray go. Why? What 
has been wrong with the administra 
tion of the liquor lawg under those 
men? What is the excellence of Mr. 
Purvis that he is preferred oyer 
these four men? He is a ood Tory. 
So ara Messrs. Mlayelle, Davidson and’ 
Murray good Vories, Is the prefer- 
ence for him not based on his parti-

The Sugar Outrago. 

Port Wope Guide; It has been stat- 
ed not only before the Tariff Com- 
mission, but in the Canadian Grocer, 
the official organ of the Guild, and 
by prominent members of tha Guild 
through city papers that only four 
per cent. is made on sugar by mem- 
bers of the Guild { 

This is not true. The 17th edition 
of Equalized Rates, just issued and 
in force from Dec. ist inst., states 
on page 4, that tho freight rats op- 
positu each place must bo added to 
the vefinery price at day and time of 
sala for each 100) pounds of sugar 
Sold. The rule is so thoroughly safe- 
Guarded that even should a custom- 
er insist on paying his own freigut 
from wholesale house he will be 
still charged tha difference, wheth- 
er il comes by boat, rail or other 
conveyance. jfor instance a Port 
Hope merchant buys sugar in Mon- 
{real at $4.50 per 100 Ibs—the 
“Equalized Rates” to Port Hops is 
£2 cents and if the boat rate wus 
only LO cents per 100 the prices for 
Sugar laid down*would be $72, not 
what hie had actually paid $4.60: The 
Same sugar delivered to a Toronto 
svocen would cost only $4.58 per 100 
Ibs, and this in spite of Porl Hope 
being 68 miles nearer original point 
of shipping. American sugar bought 
in Montreal has actually becu deliy- 
ered by boat in Port Hope at ning 
cents per 100 lbs, which shows that 
the wholesaler pockets the diftor- 
ence. , 

Therefore if the wholesale made 
four per cent on the Toronto sale 
what would be the profit on the Port 
Hope sale? + |

Reports have been seccived tn the 
live Stock comniixtioner s office that 
pork packing estubiishments are on 
the yerge of closing down owins to 
(le inability of buyers to secure the 
bogs to keep thé plants in operatiou.. 
Pxyeeplionally wood prises are being 
offered and the faruers who are for- 
tunate enough to have pigs for sale 
yeoelye six dollars a hundred weight 
for them whole e 

Mr. James B. encer, assistant 
livé stock commissiouer, is prostcut- 
ing the inyestigalion, and at the con- 
clusion of the work he will make « 
report which it hoped will wake 
up the farmers to (le opporcunities 
Within easy reach for making inore 
money Out of the hog industry, Tho 
farmers at the present time aia not 
following the most advantageous plan 
of raising pigs, for tha packing 
houses. Too much grain is ted his 
is an expensive fodder, while forage 
crops aré just as useful and far chea- 
per. Besides there is a lack of co-

BICCONSUMPTION OF COAL CAUSES 
A SHORTACE. 
Stendpipe Will Supply Fire Pressure for 
Couple of Hours. 

The Board of Waterworks Commis- 
sioners met on Monday afternoon io 
Secretary, Hopkins’ office at 4 p.m, 
Chairman Plavelle in the char, ana 
Messrs. T. Brady, Mayor Ray and J. 
R. MoNeillie, members, present. Af- 
ter the reading of the minutes of 
preyious meetings, general business 
was disposed of, 

The question of the shortage vf 
coal at tha pumphouse was dealt 


with, there not being enough coal) 
to run last night. Tho Commission- 
ers found out that there had been 
a yery large consumption of col 
during the past month, Mr. Tam- 
mond explained that about 30 tons 
had been used in the last 15 days, 
or nearly two tons a diy. 28 tons 
hed been delivered on the 27th of Oc- 
tober and 80 tons about the 15th of 
November, Mr. Hammond had uot 
expected the coal to go so fast, but 
attributed it ta the fact of htere be- 
ing two practically new men at the 
pump house. Later on in the mect- 
ing a suggestion re purchasing a sett 
of scales mot with tho approval of 
the Commissioners. Mr, Wm, Mce- 
Lennan was present and told the 
Commissioners that they were just 
about out of coal on account of not 
being able to get their orders in ow- 
ing to the shortage of cars, but they 
would send a load to the pumphouse 
at once, 

Mr, Wallace, Sussex-st., was pres- 
ent, He had only been using thé ser- 
vice for one basin, batt and a ofoset 
upstairs, but was paying tho same 
as his neighbors, who also bad the 
use of the kitchen tap, Chairman 
Wlavelle saidhe had been overcharg- 
ed and the matter would be rectified, 
but at the same time all the flut 
meters ehould be examined. 

Mr .Plavelle then said he had been 
in the Simpson house the other day 
and was asked why the Waterworks 
did not send in their bil!, which had 
not boon rendered for a year, Lt 
looked serious, but Supt. Hammond 
snoid he thought it waa run from a 
check meter at Armstroni’s. This 
was found correct, but tha bill will 
be rendered at once,

As soon as the pump- 
house received the alarm they immio- 
diately telephoned the G. T. R. to 
shut off their supply at the station 
and roundhouse, They are supposed 
to at onco comply, but in the Beall 
euse they had not done so for somo 
reason or other, , It was a serious 
mattor, 

Mr, Hammond was asked why full 
pressure was not put on from the 
pumphouse, and hé replied that as a 
rule thoy, hardly oyer put on the full 
pressure, but lot the standpipe sup- 
ply it. Tho pressure from it would 
Squirt oyer any building on Kent-at. 
The reason why they did not put the 
full pressure of somo 120 pounds on 
the pipes was boeause it was a yory 
heavy strain, and nine times out of 
ton it was not needed because most 


of the fines wore only chimnoys or 
fires of small consequence. Tho 
blandpipe was quite officient and 


would supply a fire at night for 
two and perhaps three hours. 
Another thing which Supt. Ham- 
mond thought should be attended to 
was that the firemen should notify 
the pumphouse when the fire was 
over, as very often the pumps were 
working hard when perhaps ~ there 
was no fire at all, or a falso alarm, 
and tho strain on tha pipes was #e- 
vere. ‘ tye bal!

DEAN. 


Impressivo Services at Cambridge-st. Methodist Church Tuesday: 
Afternoon—Tributes hy Looal and Toronto Clergymen — Great. 
Assomb!age of Sorrowing Citizens—Interemont at Belleville. 


| (Wednesday's Evening; Post.) 
Flags flew at half-mast throughoot 
the town yesterday and Monday to 
express the widespread sympathy and 
regret at the death of o highly es- 
teemed citizen—the late Judge Dean. 
Wherever citizens met they spoke of 
the great Joss the town and county 
had sustained, The Judge was o 
broad-iminded man and the faithful 
friend of every good enterprise, and 
those whol liad known hint best loved 
him most. His loss will be keenly 
felt. The late Judge Dean was re- 
epected for, his honesty, hia integrity, 
his manly sénse of right and just- 
ico, He was exacting, yet consider- 
ate, courageona in pursuing the right 
course, ever kind, and performed all 
duties in a painstaking manner. His 
death will be keenly felt by Method- 
ism, as be was a consistent worker. 
At Cambridge-st. Methodist church, 
of which Judge Dean was a staunch 
supporter and member, his loss will 
be sorely felt, and yesterday at the 
funeral serces the general fecliag 
of, deep sorrow was strikingly mani- 
fest in both pulpit and pew. 

As the pall-bearers passed up the 
aisle and laid the casket in front of 
the altar Prof. Jackson presided at 
the organ and played a funeral dirge 
by Dupres. The following, ‘gentle- 
men took their seats behind the pul- 
pit: Rey. E. E. Roberta, Rey. Dr. 
Potts (Toronto), Rector C. H. Marsh, 
St. Paul's; Rey. Dr. Bishop, Cam- 
bridge-st, Methodist; Rey. Jas. W. 
Wallace, St. Andrew's; and Rey. G. 
R. Welch, Baptist. After the sing- 
ing of ‘Nearer My God to Thee” by 
the large congregation of mourners, 
Rey.

THE FUEL OUTLOOK. 


‘There has been a riso in the price 
of coal in Pennsylvania, which is 
usual in the early wintar, following 
in increase of ‘ten cents per ton per 
month from April cach season. 

The addition is not felt by the 
wealthy consumer, who can lay in his 
stock in early spring. It is the poor 
who suffer, by having to delay pur- 
ebasing and to buy in small quanti- 
ties when pinched by need. 

But as the Philadelphia Record pnts 
the cuse, it is mot tho present in- 
crease of price that is troubling p2o- 
ple. It is the fact that the coal com- 
panies aro engaged in a determined 
effort to bring the price of coal to a 
generally higher level, and that level 
is to be high enough so that they will 
not only recoup themselves for any 
increased fvages they, pay, but thoy 
will get an increased margin of pro- 
fit. 1 

It has baen given out that Mr. 
Jokn Mitchell is sanguine of a sot— 
tiement of the dispute between op- 
erators and miners without a strike 
next spring. But the present atti- 
tude of the coal companies leads to 
the common belief thal they will not 
hesitate to bring about another 
6triko next April, when the question 
comes of makings an agreement with 
the coal minars. The last striso 
proved highly profitable to the coal 
roads and the coal ojerators. Thut 
there «vas a general conspiracy

LIFE OF DECEASED- 

Win, Warren Dean, County, Court 
Judge, of Victoria, was born in Lom 
don, Ont., October 25, 1840, He was 
the fifth son of the Iate Rey. Horace 
Dean, a pioncer off the Methodiet 
Chureh, and both his father and 
mother (nee Ruth Tisdale), were of 
U. E. Loyalist descent’ After leav— 
ing the grammar school at Barre, 
William Warren Dean entered Vio- 
toria University, at Cobourg, from 
which he graduated with @ B. A., in 
1854. He studied law in the offices of 
the late Hon. Lewis Wallbridzge, QC, 
was called to the Bar in 1858, and op— 
ened an office in Belleville whera Be 
became Master in Chancery. During 
administration of Hon. Hdward Blake 
he, fon a short period, was acting De- 
putiy Minister of Justice, but resiza— 
ed on his appointment, September 8 
1874, as Jud¢e of the County Court of © 
Victoria, the position he held untill 
his death. The late Judge Dean wae 
a prominent member of the Method 
ist Church, a representative in the 
General Conference of the body, ané 
a member of the Board of Regents of 
Victoria ‘University. He married — 
early in life the eldest daughter of¢ 
the late Gilbert Bogart, of Belleville. 
The deceased Judge leaves a widow, - 
two sons, Messrs. W. H. and H. B- 
Dean, and two daughters, Mrs. Aj- 
fred Tait and Miss Dean. both of 
whom reside in New York. .

DISTRIBUTION OF FREE SEEDS. 


Dominion Department of Agriculture 
Deoides to Give Pure Seed. 

By instruction of the Hon. Minis- 
ter of Agriculture another distribu~ 
tion will ba mado this season of sam- 
ples of the most productive sorts of 
grain to Canadian farmers. for the 
improvement of seed. The stook for 
distribution is of the very, best, and 
has been seoured mainly, from the 
excellent crops recently lad at the 
branch Experimental farms at In- 
dian Head, Sask. and at Brandon, 
Man. The distribution this spring 
will consist of sample sof oats, spring 
what, barley, Indian corn, (for en- 
silage only) and potatoes, The quan- 
tity of oats to ba sent this year will 
be 4 Ibs. and of wheat or berley 5 
lbs., sufficient in each case to sow 


one-twentieth of an acre, ‘The sam- 
ples of Indian corn and potatoes will 
weigh 3 1bs. as heretofore. A quan- 
tity of each of the following yurie- 
ties has been seoured for this dis- 
tribution 

Oats — Banner, Wideawake, Abun- 
dance , Thousand Dollar, Improved 
Ligowo, Goldfinder and Waverley.

Ney- 
ortholoss, the land lies in the heart 
of the wildest woods on this contin- 
ont, Jt is rooky and swampy, and 
it would take o quarten scotion of it 
to feed a goar. i 

‘Its value lies in the enormous sil- 
ver deposita which have recently, been 
discovered, Tho rock is streaked with 
e@reat veins of almost pure silver ore. 
hreo or four million dollars’ worth 
of this ore has alrendy beon shipped 
and carlouds of it ara now on tho 
way to New York which aro worth 
$25,000 to $30,000 0 car, A carload of 
the best picked spécimens from a cer- 
tain ming is said to hayo sold for 
$90,000, another carload for $50,000 
and anolher for $40,000. 

In the meantime, the people here

Those applying for 
Indian corn or potatoes will please 
bear in mind that the corn is not 
available for distribution until March 
or April, and that potatoes cannot 
bo mailed from here until danger

THE MAUMDER APPEAL CASE. 

| (Go the Editor of The Post.) 

Just a few words, Mx. Wditor, if 
you will allow me space in your valu- 
able paper, in reply to an article 
which appeared in your issue of the 
88th inst. ro the Maunder appeal. The 
facts of the case are as follows: On 
the 30th of July, 1904, it came to 
my notice that there had been ao 
fight in the Maunder hotel during 
the night previous. After making 
some enquiries regarding the mat- 
ter I laid an information against the 
parties connected with it fon assault, 
John 'T, Maunder being one of the 
participants, for which he was fined 
$10 and costs, a total of 14.70 (not $1 
as stated in the Town Solicitor’s let- 
ter and in the orticle), Mr. Maun- 
der appealed against the Mugistrute’s 
Judgment, but when the appeal came 
up for tvial before his Honor, the late 
Judge Dean, Mr. G. H. Hopkins point- 
ed out to the Court that the bond 
given by Mr. Maunder was not pro- 
perly drawn, and the judge reserved 
judgment in the matter. It was ex- 
pected that the case would come up 
again at the next siltings of the 
Court, and in the meantime the ap- 
pellant allowed the case to drop, 
leaving, the conviction still standing 
against John T. Maunder It is 
very necessury. that appeals should be 
defended, as we have on an average 
eighteen cases, h month during the 
year in tha police court, ninety per 
cent, of them being laid by mysolfos 
chief constable of the town, It will 
readily be seen that if we allow any 
appeals to wo by default we would 
soon haye plenty of {hem on ovr 
hands,

mentioned.

The undertaking of the 
survey, is a large one, and the greater 
part of the winter will be occupied 
with It. A second party, working. 
from Midland, will commence opera- 
tions after Christmaa and will meet 
that working from here, 

The definite announcement that the 
line will join the main line of the 
©. P. R, at Peterbora will be heard 
with general satisfaction by the clt- 
izons, and the immense accompany- 
ing advantages will be at once ap- 
parent. 

Tho short route proposal has been 
one much mooted for some time past, 
and though it has been a practioal- 
ly assured foct that the line would 
be constructed tho exact location was 
not definitely known, The C. P. R. 
has, in the past, been to o consider- 
able extent handicapped in the hand- 
ling of grain in the e1stern territory 
by reason of the fact that they bad 
no harbour on Georgian Bay where 
the transfer of the cargoes of the 
great lakes boats might be effected 
with facility.

VALUE 10 HEALTH. 


Good Advice for Parents and Others—Tho Exerolso is a Splendid De- 
voloper of the Lungs and Musoles, and Is Good for Both Sexes,

There id no outdoor winter sport 
that I can name more beneficial to 
the health than ice-skating. Thore ip 
never w time when indulging in this 
sport from the time a boy is large 
enough to put on hin own skales un- 
til he has grown ta manhood, that 
he docs not constantly receive good 
from the exorcise of skating. This in 
turn rewards him by being also 
great source of pleasure to him, 
There is no{hing more beneficial to 
the lungs in (he way, of outdoor win- 
tor exercise; for not only is the 
oriap, olear gir robbed off its purify- 
ing oxygen by the enorgetia skuters, 
but the inoreared circulation works 
In such o eombined harmony with 
the exercise to the musculan system 
that tha benefit given ta the parti- 
cipant is threefold, 

Taka the boy in tha country, for 
instance, who is only one among the 
many orowds that finds himself as 
noon as sohool is out, starting, for 
the nearest pond to enjoy, that uni- 
yersal and all-health-giving sport, 
skating, And Tonight add the boys 
are not alone in thia desire, the girls 
pre equally os enthusiastic aw their 
male competitors. But in this art- 
icle, owing, to want, of sufficient 
space, I will trent the subject prin- 
cipally from tha boy’s standpoint. 
There never, was 4 case where a boy 
under ‘these ciroumstances ever went 
home to supper wilhout doing full 
justice to his waiting and anxious 
appetite, This alone shows skating 
to be ane of tho finest outdoor exer- 
cises for the purpose of distributing 
the food properties that haye previ- 
ously been taken into the system. It 
is also beopuse of the pleasure taken 
in it that his system bas undergone 
such a complete overhauling rela- 
tive tg exercise, inoreased breathing 
and general activity combined. 

You let this same boy on feayiny 
sohool ga straight home and be oblig- 
ed to go out to the woodshed and 
saw wood until his arms ache, and 
though exercising’ twofold more than 
he would in skating, fe does not re- 
ceive the same benefit; simply be- 
cause the mind is at constant war 
against such work, when skating is 
in vogue, or this reason, fathers 
and mothers should both see that 
weod sawing and skating should each 
have its proper place in the sohool- 
boy’s 


DAIYL REGIME, 

Take the* boy when he becomes a 
few years older; skating then has 
not lost any of ita charms, but has 
deyoloped to a greater extent and in 
Q wore matured manner. Tt is often- 
times such freedom allowed the 
school boy (and eyen tha girl) on the 
parents? part relative to skating that 
has made some of the greatest fancy 
and trick skaters, also some of the 
greatest speed champions,in after 
years; and this fact has proven to 
be of great material benefit to the 
parent who may by this time be more 
or less in need of a son's support. I 
do not encourage this as a means of 
livelihood, neither do I discouraze it, 
but if one is to go into skating, whe- 
ther he be boy on man grown, he 
should go into it with all the en- 
ergy and enthusiasm that he pos- 
SCSSCB. 

Take skating in such games as are 
played on the ice, “Shinny’” (taken 
from the Irish game “Shinty”) and 
hockey, which is nothing more nor 
less than the perfected shinny or 
shinty game, but it is played with far 
greater science and skill, This game 
is probably, mora in vogue in Canada 
than in any other part of the world, 
and it has eyéry indication of being 
accepted os a national winter game, 
in this country, but the players who 
are at the present time the most 
successful and show the greatest 
amount of skill learned their fine 
points from the 

CANADIAN SKATERS, 

There 4s an excellent game on ico 
which is played generally in the 
country among boys, and eyen men, 
ranging from fifteen to twenty-five 
years of age—called “Hare and 
Hounds.” In order td play this game 
successfully, which is really nothing: 
more or less than a sport,—and ger- 
haps it would not be right ‘to call 
it a game as there are no rules gov- 
erning it; only to the extent that 
two boys, and more if desired, are 
placed af a point at least a half 
mile in advance; this forms the 
Btarting, point fon the hares. A crowd 
of thirty or forty boys in the rear 
at the word "Go? start in the chase, 
the two boys in the front represent- 
ing the hares and those in the rear 
the hounds. he olject of the boys 
in the rear is ta overtake the two 
boys who have already the start in 
the chase, and drive them back to 
the goal, which ends the gport, dhe 
chase sometimes lasts for several 
hours before the boys are Zinally 
driven back, and it is not yery diffi- 
cult to imagine that soon after the 
chase begins it becomes yery exoit- 
ing; inasmuch os it is usually play- 
ed in’ long overflowed woodland mea- 
dow slicams, sometimes five or more 
miles in length, In the path of the 
hares oftentimes may be found trees 
{hat hayq blown down with the limba 
frozen in the ice, forming a nétwork 
of obstructions of two on more fect 
aboye the surface of tha ice, and ne- 
cessitating jumping or olimbing in 
order to successfully pass. Bven 
fences with two or threo feat pro- 
truding above the surface of the ice 
{s not an uncommon feature to on- 
counter. 

All these obstrnecting features, in- 
dependent of the wood derived from 
skating, form qlmost

Those who are interested in the 
cotton trade, and who take note of 
what is going on in the world, aro 
aware of the fact that cotton-spin- 
ning is one of Britajn’s first inter- 
ests ,and that up fo the present time 
‘they have hod to depend upon the 
United States very largely fortheir 
supply of raw cotton. Many of our 
readers who are in the sere and yel- 
low can doubtless remember the 
great straits the cotton spinners of 
Lancashire were in during the c¥vil 
war, when their supplies were cut 
off, owing to the blockade of the 
cotton ports of the South, Those of 
us who are not s old, haye only to 
Go back a year on two, when one or 
two Yankees tried to corner the mar- 
ket and sent the price of raw eatton 
away out of sight, causing the clos- 
ing of numberless mills in Lanca- 
shire, with all its attendant distress, 
Tt hay always seemed funny, to us, in 
view of these circumstances — which 
are happening periodically — that the 
cotton spinners have not taken meng- 
ures to place themselyes beyond (he 
mecessity of depending upon the Am- 
erican market long before this, but 
until yery recently they hsye not. 
True, spasmodic attempts haye een 
made to grow cotton in Egypt, In- 
dia, East and West Africa and oth- 
or places. but after all they are to w 
large measure dependent on the Am- 
erican States yet for thein raw cot-

THE SUCUESS OF COOL STORACE. 


— ‘ 
(Toronto World.) 

The fact that tho oxperiments that 
have been made by, the department 
of agriculture in the cool curing of 
cheese haye shown that the dairy 
products treated by this process 
bring ap increased price and that 
there is a saving in shrinkage, is 
surely, a strong argument in favor 
of co-operation and organization am- 
ong farmers witha yiew, to the more 
general establishment of cool curing 
rooms, especially as it is tolerably 
clear that it ie by, organization and 
co-operation that the prosperity of 
the general body can be promoted. 
The more enlishtenod haye come to 
seo that it is not by each man play- 
ing a lone hand and thinking of him- 
self alone that true progress can be 
made, but rather by a combination of 
effort, aiming at improyed processes 
of production, and marketing which 
raise the standard of the product and 
bring up the price obtained for it, It 
is @ poor policy for each man to 
strive to wet ahead of his neighbors 
by keeping some little bit of know- 
ledg eon information to himself, when 
by working with him and by joining 
with some other neighbors the pros- 
perity of the whole community can 
be advonced and supremacy in an im- 
portant section of the market 
cured, 

It is only a few years since the 
experiments in cool curing were be- 
gun by the Department of Agrioul- 
ture, and the result hag demonstrat- 
ed that by the adoption of the pro- 
cess cheese can bo inoreased in yalue 
about half a cent a pound, while a 
saving of from 1 td 2 per cent. can 
be effected in shrinkage. Tho ex- 
penses in connection with cool curing 
are small, as the figures in relation 
to the curing room at Brockville 
show, and the results of operation 
indicate that there is a clear gain 
to the community that has spirit en- 
ough to go aheAy, guided by its own 
good sense, in the adoption c¥ the 
most enlightened methods of dairy 
enterprise. An expenditure of $2,- 
000 on the part of a farming com- 
munity, which brings increased pro- 
fits of $1000 may be looked upon as ao 
pretty good investment, ¢In such 
matters the Government can but 
point the way—ocan but show the 
farmers how they can help them 
selves, This is dono by, the estub- 
lishment of central cool curing rooms 
at Woodstock, Brockville, OCowana- 
ville and St. Myacinthe, hero is 
good reason for believing that the 
road to success is open here and that 
a small amount of pluck and energy 
is all that is required fo reach the 
goal. The fact that the year now 
drawing to a close has been a banner 
year for Canadian dairy produce, 
both as regards the aggregate pro- 
duction and the amount realized for 
it, offers a good incentive to furlhor 
effort.

Any person in Lindsay or Mariposa 
will be frank in stating that he has 
not a peer in business ability in that 
Seotion of Ontario, 

Does local option hurt summer 
trade % 

I have it from one of the most 
reliable residents of Warvey that Mr, 
BHastwood acknowledged that he ney- 
er had the trade he hus had this sum- 
mer, I withhold the gentleman's 
name only, because I did npt ask per- 
mission to use it, 

The proprietor of the hotel at 
Bridgenorth told 1 man who wanted 
to buy; him out that he did not want 
to sell as his trade was the best it 
ever was, 

I was a guost at that hotel dnd I 
know he received $9 or $10 a week 
for board from numbers of persons 
who would not have stopped twelve 
hours there had there been any signs 
of liquor on the premises. 

I haye yet to hear of a drunken 
mian at Buckhorn where thore was 


not olear evidence that the liquor 
came from an outside point. I have 
made it my business to ascertain 


from tourists of all kinds their opin- 
fons as to the benefits o. ‘oval option, 
Thoir opinions are all one, i. e., the 
bar is a nuisance and a hindrance 
to summer traffic in a place. It 
keops the beat class of tourists away. 

T understand that the local stores 
of Bridgenorth and Buckhorn are 
prospering better than ever since lo- 
cal option oame into force. 

So again I would emphasize that 
this question is a moral and not a 
busicess question, And if business 
is to bo lugged into the discussion, 
then, as far as the evidence goes, T

TWO PETERBORO CITIZENS FIGURE

Mr. Mitcholl Was Dragged Some Dis- 
tance With Foot Caught in Fender.

Mitau, Province of Courland, Dec. 
17,—(Delayed in transmission.)—The 
troops, in order to ayold annihilation 
at the hands of the insurgents, hayo 
been forced to abandon the country 
districts and to concentrate at Riga, 
Mitau and Libau, where they actually 
are standing on the defensive, unable 
to make head against the insurgents. 
Several detachments haye been defeat- 
ed. 

The garrison at Takum, consisting 
of a squadron of white dragoons and 


{ & company of’ infantry, not being able 


to depart in time, was set upon at 
night and lost its commander, Lieut - 
Col. Mueller, and thirty men. The in- 
surgents, evading the sentinels, pene- 
trated the town, and laid wire en- 
tanglements in front of the house in 
which the wearled soldiers were quar- 
tered. Then they set fire to the houses, 
and tho troops rushing out were shot 
down from the roofs or cut up in the 
narrow streets. The soldiers retreated 
in confusion, Jeaving thelr dead. Tho 
latter were horribly mutilated by the 
insurgents, who gouged out their eyes 
and cut off thelr ears and hands, 

The ingurgents, who form great 
bands, have a regular military organ- 
4zation, and are well armed. 


Regular Battle. 


Walck, Province of Livonia, Dec. 18. 
+—Details have heen recelyed here of 
@ regular battle between the members 
of 2 company of dragoons, who were 
escorting a wagon train containing 
thirty German families, and an armed 
band of 4,000 Letts near Roemershof, 

The expedition was trying to escape 
‘to the southward, but the ammunition 
of the dragoons, as the result of the 
constant skirmishes, was running low, 
and it was decided to reach Riga. The 
expedition ran {nto a Lett camp, which 
was strongly barricaded. The Letts 
opened fire, whereupon the dragoons 
charged, but were repulsed. 

The Letts then took the offensive, 
pressing on tho retreating carayan. 
The ammunition of the dragoons be- 
coming exhausted, they surrendered, 
with their charges, on the under- 
standing that they would give up their 
Buns, but would be allowed to retain 
their revolvers. Another band, how- 
ever, made its appearance, and insist- 
ed that the capture was affected in its 
terrltory. The members of this band 
then carried off the captives to Len- 
nawarden Castle, where they held an 
orglo over their victims, 


» Streets Strewn With Bodies, 
Takum. Courland, Russia. Sunday, 


Dec. 17; vin Stetttn, Prussia, Dee. ay— 
A rpeclil staff correspondent of The 
Press, who has just arrived here learns 
that mobs of Lithuanians and Msthon- 
luns yesterday attacked a hundred 
Coxsocks and dragoons, the only mili- 
tary foree statloned in Takum. After 
wild fighting the soldiers were kijled 
to the Iaet man, their arms and legs 


cut off and thelr bodles ripped open. 
The streets were strewn with bodies 
and dismembered parts, Six hundred 
troops arrived here yesterday, with 
three guns shelled the place and charg- 
ed the mobs of peasants, who surren- 
dered or were dispersed. 


In all three hundred soldiera and 
peasants wero killed and many 


wounded. 
Turkish Subjects Suffer. 

Constantinople, Dec, 20—The latest 
despatch recelyed from ‘Tiflis, Cauca~ 
Sia, yesterday says that thres hundred 
houses in the Mussulman quarter wero 
set on fire by armed Armenians who 
prevented the inmates from leaving 
and fired on the firemen who attempt- 
ed to extinguish the flames. Wifty- 
seven Turkish subjects are known to 
haye perished. <A telegram from Bat- 
oum, Caucasla, reports a continuance 
of the disorders there. Great fears of 
@ massacre prevailed in the Mussulman 
community. 


BANKS WRECKED IN CHICAGO. 


Three Institutions Forced to Close 
Their Doors Owing to the Ex- 
cesses of Speculators 


Chicago, Dec. 19—The failure of the 
Chicago National Bank, the Home Say- 
ings Bank, and the Equitable Trust 
Co,, aM of Chicago, was announced at 
8.80 o'clock yesterday morning by re- 
presentatives of the Chicago Clearing 
House Association after a session 
lasting eighteen hours. James B. For- 
gan, president of the First National 
Bank, as head of the Clearing House 
Committee of Chicago Associated 
Banks, gave forth the statement. The 
assets of these Institutions, it was as- 
serted, were inyolved in coal and ralj- 
Way properties of John R. Walsh, pres- 
ident of the Chicago National Bank. 

Dangerous Dealing. 

T™ a statement given out yesterday, 
Comptroller of the Currency, Wm. B. 
Ridgley, says; 

“The critical situation in which these 
three concerns haye been placed has 
been due to the large loans made to 
‘the railroad, coal mining, and other en- 
terprises owned and controlled by Mr. 
John R. Walsh. This again emphasizes 
the danger of the mannging officers of 
the banks belng interested in outside 


Institutions requiring large amounts of 
money, The Comptroller's office has 
for some time been criticizing the con- 
dition of the Chicago National Bank, 
and calling upon its officers and direc- 
tors to reduce the amount of these 
loans and the investments in the bonds 
of Mr. Walsh's corporations. In spite 
of repeated promises that this should 
be done these items have been contin- 
ued in the bank, and in order to pre- 
yent further encroachments it was ne 
cessary for the Comptroller to take radi 
cal action,” 
The Financial Statements. 

The Chicago National Bank was or- 
ganized in November, 1881, with an 
authorized capital of $200,000, increas- 
ed to $500,000 in 1887 and to $1,000,000 
in 1901. Its resources, according to 
one of the latest reports made to the 
Comptroller of the Currency, are $2 
000,000, of which nearly $11,000,000 are 
loans and discounts, with $4,000,000 
cash on hand. The Mabilities include 
nearly $14,0000,000 in individual de- 
Dosits and $4,000,000 due to other banks. 

The Home Sayings Bank was organ- 
ized originally in 1867, with a capitali- 
zation of $100,000. A late statement 
of the resources shows an aggregate 
of $4,232,271, of which $3,782,000 {s re- 
ported as being held in municipal, rail- 
road and other bonds. The savings 
deposits aggregate $8,952,653. 

The Equitable Trust Co, was char- 
tered by the State of Mlinols Aug, 29, 
1887, to act as executor, administrator, 
trustee, guardian, assignee or receiver, 
and to receive and execute trusts of 
every character. The capltal stock is 
$500,000. Its resources are $4,612,381. 
The WMabilities include $2,007,563, of 
which amount $454,000 are deposits in 
trust, and $500,000 in certificates of 
deposit. - 

There {s a combined shortage 
$6,000,000. 

No Cause For Panic. 

Washington, Dec. 19—Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw has received the 
following telegraphic report from 
Comptroller Ridgley, now in Chicago, 
in reference to the fallure of the Ghi- 
cago banks: “Clearing house banks 
guaranteed payment of all Mabllities 
for the three banks, which will liquidate 
and pay everything in full. The offi- 
cers and directors will resign and will 
be replaced by the Clearing House 
Committeo and Examiner Bosworth, 
who will run the banks and conduct 
Uquidation, This should relieve the 
situation and prevent further trouble 
here or elsewhere."

Injured At Shanghai. 


A SCORE OF CHINESE KILLED 


Navy Forces, Presumably From British 
Squadron, Are Guarding the Stroets 
—Trouble Arose Through a Strike, 
But It Is Stated the Riot Is 
Traceable to the Boycott— 
Shanghai Under Martial Law. 


Shanghal, Dec. 19.—An incipient riot 
here Sunday was promoted by boy- 
cotters on account of an incident {n- 
volving the mixed court. The German 
Consul was stoned, and the American 
Vice-Consul and seyeral other foreign- 
ers were injured. Twenty Chinese 
rowdles were killed. The Chinese clos- 
ed thelr shops when the rioting began. 
The local volunteers were called out 
to restore order, and detachments of 
bluejackets were landed from the war- 
ships to assist in restoring peace. 

The damage done was slight. Police, 
sailors and volunteers co-operated in 
suppressing the riots, in the course of 
which one police statfon was partly 
burned, a bar-room wrecked and a 
bieyele store looted 

The streets are now deserted, except 
for armed patrols, which are every- 
where. 

British Jackies Guard Streets. 


‘Washington, Dec. 19—Tho State De- 
partment yesterday had news from 
Shanghai that a serious situation ex- 
isted there. Two cablegrams received 
at the department oyer night stated 
that the trouble arose through a strike, 
and was increased by a dispute grow- 
ing out of some cases being tried be- 
fore the consular courts. Navy forces, 
Supposedly from the British squadron,

A STRANGE ACCIDENT. 


“L” Trains Collide Running on Parallel 
Tracks—One Killed. 


New York, Dec. 20—In one of the 
Most extraordinary accidents known to 
American railroading, two heaylly 
crowded passenger trains came togeth 
er on the elevated tracks of the New 
‘York Central and Hudson River Rail= 
road at 6.30 o'clock last night, near 
110th street, in Harlem. J. W. Knapp 
of New Rochelle was killed and 40 oth= 
er persons were more or less serious~ 
ly injured. 
Both trains were northbound, an@® 
had left the Grand Central station 
within a few minutes of each other 
| One was a Stamford local on the New 
York, New Hayen and Hartford, which 
uses the Central tracks. The other was 
the Poughkeepsie express on the Con= 
tral. Rushing along parallel tracks the 
trains came together. The local was 
Switched from the third track on to the 
fourth, and in an instant tha engine 
of the express }ad crashed into the day 
coach following the smoking-car of the 
Toca]. 
The tracks at this point are about 30 
feet in the air. This made the work 
of rescue difficult and hazardous, ana 
Jent materially to the terror of the 
passengers, most of whom were com= 
muters, residing in nearby points, who 
had come to the city on holiday shop— 
ping tours. Fire apparatus from sev— 
, eral stations were summoned, an@ 
many persons were rescued. Serious 
Injuries befell most of those in the car 
demolished by the engine of the ex~ 
press.

“It is easier to carry moleoular yi- 
bration millions o£ waves a second 
than freight cars full of crude mat- 
ter, Wecanship 10,000 horse power 
over a wire quicker and more ccon- 
omically than we can send Lhe equiy- 
alent im coal over a railroad track. 

RAILROADS NOT IN PROBLEM. 

“We must eliminate the railroad 

altogether from this problem, What 
is the use of it? We don’t want the 
coal anyhow. It does us no 200d to 
look at it. What wa want is the 
resultant, the utmost energy that 
ean be produced, And there is no 
sense in carrying around millions of 
tons of raw material like coal when 
we can get its product delivered to 
us by wire. 
_ ‘Everything points|to the fact that 
in the near future electricity will be 
produced for general consumption in 
great power houses at the mouths 
of the coal pits. That is the logical 
and common sense Gutcome of pres- 
ent events. 

“Some day! the great discovery will 
be made, A man will discover one 
fact in one part of the world ond 
that will set some fellow at work 
on another fact in some other part 
of the world, and presently o lag oF 
men will be working on the true 
path, and ono day it will be announc- 
ed to the world that electrical pow- 
er can be produced directly from 
coal,” 

“But

“Nonsense, I believe that youand 
T will both live to see it, Tt will 
come in our time, It is in the air, 
We are on the yery threshold of an- 
other wonderful era. 

“When that discovery is made the 
steam engine will be driven out of 
use, It will be possible to haye air- 
ships, 1 expect to sce airships fly- 
ing before my death, I do not think 
that they will fly very high, but they 
will be able to go a little higher 
than the trees and buildings. 

“Suoh al discovery, will make it pos- 
sible to drive ships across the sea by 
electricity at a mate of forty or fifty 
miles an hour—three days across the 
Atlantic from shore to shore.

LAW REQUIRES THAT THIS BE DONE 
EARLY IN LIFE. 


Condensation of Health Act Showing 
Persons Entitled to Perform the 
Operation. 

At present, when (heye are a oum- 
ber of smallpox outbrenks through- 
oul the province, it hus been found 
that many people are quile ignorant 
of the law regarding vaccination. Wor 
this reason the following brief eon- 
Wensation of the provisions of the 
Act in ‘that regard has been prepar- 
ed and given to the publie by Dr. ©. 
A. Hodgetts, see a Pro- 
vincin} Board of Health. 

The Public Health Act requires 
that parents should present the child 
within three months after birth for 
yorcination to tho officers appoint- 
ed by the municipality or to a reg- 
istered medical practitioner, or to the 
hospital authorities. It further p 
vidos ‘that in the eighth dau there 
ter the child shall be brought. again 
to the doctor so us Lo permit of yer- 
ification of the yuccination, 

‘Another section of the Act requires 
the pliysician ‘to perform the vac- 
cination and to give fA certificate 
of the same, to the parents, that is 
if the vaccination is successful, and 


to sand a duplicate to the clerk of 
the municipality. ‘ 
FREE VACCINATION OF POOR. 
In regard to an Appointment of 
yaccipators, trustees of hospitals 
must keep a supply, of yacciue. In 
addition they must be prepared to 
Yaccinate the poor free of shurge, 
and all others wt a maximum fee of 
fifty cents, So far as br. Uodgetts 
is ware there is 10 hosy.cot in On- 
tario whieh curiies oul this section 
The Couucils of ali mudicipalites, c 
ties, sOwna, Lownships, and ineorpor- 
uted villages ais required to cou- 
tract “ith a tcdical practit onec for 
one year to sdccimute, av Lhe expe 
of the munieiputity, the poor f- 
charge. and cther applicancs 
each. Local Boards of Health are

MAGNIFICENT INSTRUMENT USED 
ON SUNDAY FOR THE FIRST TIME. 


Organist Fully Demonstrated its Crand 
Tone and Creat Range. 

; On Sunday morning the new organ 
built by the Toronto firm, Messrs. 
Breckles & Matthews, and opened by 
Mr. Geo. H. Darbie, of Toronto, was 
used for the first time in St. Paul’s 
ehurch. A large congregation added 
enjoyment to edification, 

The opening, yoluntary was sweet 
and solemn, calculated to inspira and 
aid devotion, The power of the or- 
fan was brought out in the Venite, 
which was sung to Dr. Boyce’s doub- 
ie chant in D. The voices of the con- 
gregation, added to those of tho 
choir, were well sustained in cheering 
verses such as “O come let us sing 
unto the Lord” and “For the Lord 
is a great God,” while the tones were 
gradually reduced until every voice 
was hushed with fear and awe at the 
pathetic passage, “Unto whom I 
Swear in my wrath that they should 
mot enter into my rest.” Then, at 
fhe Gloria Patria, the full yolume 
was restored. In the Te Deum, which 
was sung to one of the best of the 
settings of Ambrose’s wonderful 
hymn, at the phrases, “We praise 

bee, O God,” “Thou art the King 

{ Glory,” and "Day by day we mag- 


nifty Thee,’ the open diapasons and 
principal of the organ easily out- 
distanced the voices of the choir,

He comes with 
olcuds descending,” was sung to the 
familiar tune, Helmsley, and in this 
ithe remarkable tact of somo compos- 
ers in m ng the same strain do 
justice to such unlike passages as 
“Deeply waiting,” and “O come quick- 
dy,” with a skilful organixt and a 
good instrument are shewn fo per- 
flection. 

Mhe Restor preached an appropri- 
ate sermon from rhe bible yersion of 
Psalm 65, vy, i, “Praise waiteth for 
Thee, O God, iv Zion. 

Instead of the offertory senlences 
being sung, a voluntar.

CEORGIAN BAY AND SEABOARD 
LINE WILL BE FIRST CLASS ROAD. 


‘Line Will be Completed for Trafflo by 
Early Fall of 1907. 

The following from Thursday's 
Polorboro Review will interest Lind- 
fay oltizens: 

Yestorday, afternoon the Review 
learned thal it was the intention of 
teh O.P.R.tj¢ start construction work 
just na early in tho spring as was 
possible, As was noted in these col- 
umns before, a gang of sixteen mén 
Aro engaged on the surveys for the 
Georgian Bay qnd Seaboord Io, 
for such is the official namo of tho 
line the ©. P, R. will build from Pe- 
terboro, through Lindsay and Or- 
Oillia, tocither Midland on Victoria 
Harbor, necording to graodea and 
other conditions, The ling will be 
first oloss in every respect, as the 
O.P.R, intend making thie their main 
@rain route from the North-west. 
They, will get the lowest possible 
@rades and as straight and short o 
line as possible, The suryeyors will 


work on probably half a dozen 
routes and will report td the com- 
pany, recommending the route they 


consider best adapted for the com- 
pany's yurpose, 

When the Review saw Mr, W. A. 
Gourlay, who is incharge of the sur- 
vey, lo said that his men had start- 
ml work Saturday ot noon, and had 
been working, hard every day since, 
Their camp is at the head of Beth- 
une-st., and Mr. Gourlay said that 
they would probably remain there 
unt they had completed about half 
the distance to Lindsay, which will 
be six or eight weeks, Mir. Gourlay 
also confirmed the rumor that the 
Georgian Bay and Seaboard branch 
of the ©, P. R, would be first-class in 
every respect. The roadbed will bo 
the very, best, the grades the casicst 
pessible, and the rails heavy enough 
to carry, the big, mogul engines and 
heavy freights. The chiet surveyor 
also confirmed the rumor that it was 
the intention of the ©, P. R. to com- 
mence the cpnstruction work noxt 
spring. , 

Asked if the work would be done in 
timet o carry part of next year's 
crop, Mr. Gourlay said hardly. Thoy 
might haye,the @rading done by that 
time, but they could not have the 
track laid. It was not ‘the inten- 
tion to have the line completed and 
ready for traffic much before tho 
early, fall of 1907.

TO HONOR THE DEAD 


Late Mr. Prefontaine May Have 
a State Funeral. 


PREMIER ROUVIER CONDOLES 


Naval Honors From France and a 
British Warship For Carriage of the 
Minietor’s Remains Subject of 
‘Cablegrams Botween Ottawa, 
London and Parls—Names Al- 
ready Mentioned for Portfolio. 


Ottawa, Dee, 27,—France may extend 
naval honors to the remains of Mr. 
Prefontaine, and thelr carrlago to 
Canada in a British warship may be 
granted by the Imperial Government. 
There is a precedent in the case of the 
death of Sir John Thompson at Wind~- 
Sor In 1894. 

It 1s known that the Wrench Govern- 
mont have mado an offer to accord 
public recognition, and that wish prob- 
ably will be acceded to. 

The advisability of employing a war- 
ship to transport the body to Halifax 
now forms the subject of cablegrams: 
between Barl Grey and the Home Goy- 
ernment. A definite statement in the 
matter ig expected to-day. 

Sir John Thompson's body was gly- 
en a state funeral, and the remains of 
Mr, Prefontaine may receive the same 
distinction, 

At the Madelaine. 

London, Dec. 27.—(C, A. P.)—The 
traglo death of Mr. Prefontaine arous- 
ed deep and wide-spread regret here, 
as well os in France, In both coun- 
tijes the deceased statesman has many 
frlends. The funeral is expected to be 
Tost imposing. Serylce will be held 
at tho Madelaino Cathedral in Paris, 
and will take place at 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. The date of sailing is 
not definitely fixed yet, but will prob- 
ably be from Liverpool on the Lake 
Champlain on Jan. 4, Hon. Mr, Lem- 
jeux is in charge of the arrangements. 

Death Mercifully Sudden. 

‘The flag at Lord Strathcona’s office 
was at half-mast yesterday. The Cana- 
dian Associated Press understands 
from Parls that the deceased Minis- 
ter, with Hon. Mr. Lemieux, was spend- 
ing Christmas as a guest of Canadian’ 
Commissioner Fabre, He was stricken 
at 8.45 p. m,, and Iingered only about 
15 minutes. He called his private sec- 
retary, who secured a priest in time 
to administer the last sacraments be- 
fore the end came. 

Premier Rouvier Condoles. 

Ottawa, Dec, 27.—Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
fer received yesterday a telegram of 
condolence with relatives and friends 
of the late Mr, Prefontaine from Prem- 
fer Rouvier of Wrance. 

Carries Heavy Insurance. 

Montreal, Dec. 27—Tho late Mr, Pre- 
fontaine carried life insurance to the 
amount of $45,000, Of this amount 
$85,000 is in the Trayelers’ Insurance 
Co,, which was placed only a year ago. 

A Public Funeral. 

It is likely that there will be a pub- 
lic funeral here, 

At a meeting of the City Council yes- 
terday afternoon, a resolution of re- 
gtet was adopted, and the Council ad- 
journed as a mark of respect. 

Possible Successors. 

Ottawa, Dec. 27.—(Eyening Globe 
Special.)—Although it is less than 24 
hours since the late Mr. Prefontaine's 
death, gossip is already busy with the 
name of his successor. One report is 
that a shuffle will take place, under 
which Mr. Brodeur will be transferred 
to the Marine Department, and Mr. 
Lemieux, Solicitor-General, promoted 
to be Minister of Inland Reyenue, in 
Mr. Brodeur's place. Another rumor 
is that Mr. Victor Geoffrion will be 
called to the Cabinet. Such reports 
are, however, altogether premature. 

Members of the Brench Goyernment, 
as well as British and other ambas- 
sles, joined yesterday in tributes of 
sympathy, It 1s said Mr. Prefontaine 
made the Wrench Government an offer 
to open Canadian waters to Wrench 
fishermen as compensation for the 
abandonment of the Newfoundland 
banks. He had already been through 
Dunkirk and Lillea, and was due to 
visit Lyons, MarselHes and Grenville. 
The Standard yesterday morning refers 
to his death as “a loss to the Mmpire.”

BEGAN YORK LOAN C0.’S END 


So Testified Mr. Joseph Phillips In 
Government Inquiry Into York Loan 
and Savings Co,’s Affairs — Two 

Much Land; Two Little Cash— 
Withdrawals Doubled Through 
the Change in the Act. 


Toronto, Dec. 27.—Several phases of 
the affairs of the York County Loan 
Co. were dealt with yesterday at the 
investigation being made by Mr, W. H. 
Cross, who has been appointed by the 
Government to examine the business 
of the company at the York Loan office 
on Roncesvalles avenue. 

In the first place the history of the 
development of the investments of the 
concern from a simple traffic jn mort~ 
gages to a more complicated land de- 
velopment operation was explained. Mr. 
Joseph Phillips, president of the com- 
pany, who waa {in the box most of the 
morning, sald that it became necessary 
to buy more land than was intended 
at first in order to obtain control of 
the district and protect the interests 
of the concern. In the consideration 
of the liabilities and assets of the York 
County Loan Go, it was shown that 
much of the loans secured by mort- 
gages Indicated in the last statement 
were really held to secure land trans- 
ferred to the City Realty Co. No 
money passed in this transfer. 

Why Company Failed. 

Mr, Phillips explained that the fall- 
ure of the company was due in large 
measure to the refusal of shareholders 
to leave thelr money with the company 
after the withdrawal period had arriy- 
ed. For this he held the Ontario Goy- 
ernment in large measure responsible, 
as by cancelling the forfelture clause 
of the company two years ago, public 
confidence had been weakened, the re- 
sult being that in 1904, the amount 
withdrawn increased from $700,000 to 
$1,500,000. 

In addition, the absence of the 
“Napse” fund had materially reduced 
the company’s revenue, and {it was ab- 
sence of money that led the company 
to approach the Dominion Permanent 
Loan Go. with a view to effecting a 
transfer or sale. A statement was pre- 
sented showing that $4 houses bullt 
by the company had cost $220,204, and 
the large office building $54,834. 

Assets and Liabilities. 

The following statement, issued on 
Dec, 31, 1904, was used as the basis 
of an enquiry to sce if possible what 
there really was for the shareholders, 
in order that they might haye some idea 
of the actual value of their holdings:

Russia’s New Electoral Law 
Makes Few Concessions, 


| 


WORKMEN’S NEW WEAPON 


They Must Take Chances In Electoral 
‘College—Can Elect Representatives | 
In Combination Only With Land- 
lords and Peasants In Combina- 
tion—Two Degrees of Voters 
—Not Universal Suffrage. 


St, Petersburg, Dec. 27—The new 
electoral law was gazetted yesterday 
and was accompanied by a statement 
explaining that in view of the fact 
that even some of the western coun~ 
tries did not possess universal suffrage 
the Cabinet could not assume the re- 
sponsibility of decreeing it. The ulti- 
mate decision must be made by the 
ational Assembly {tself. The election 
list will be published forthwith, the 
date of the elections will then be an- 
nounced and as soon as the Goyern- 
ment recelves notification that half 
the members are clected the National 
Assembly will be convoked. 

Indirect System Retained. 

The extension of the suffrage pro- 
claimed yesterday applies especially to 
the cities, where St Is made almost uni- 
versal, ‘Besides tho workmen in the 
factories and mills, who are especially 
provided for, the suffrage will include 
every owner of real estate, paying tax- 
es, persons conducting enterprises, like 
shop keepers paying licenses; persons 
paying a lodging tax or occupying 
separate lodgings and persons in the 
Government service, !ncluding railroad 
men. All limit of rent paid by lodg- 
ings holders a3 a voting qualification 
fs removed. ‘The indirect system ot 
two degrees of yoters in both cities 
and country is retained. 

Combine to Win. 

A new feature of the law is that the 
workmen, instead of being allowed ao 
specified number of class representa- 
tives have to take their chances in 
the electoral colleges with the other 
classes, Moreover, instead of the cities 
haying representatives, the electoral 
colleges will be composed by the pro- 
vinces. The workmen will choose an 
elector for every 10,000 men. The re- 
sult is shown in the case of the Pro- 
yince of St. Petersburg, where the 
electoral college will contain 14 peasant 
electors, 18 landlords, 15 city landlords 
and 24 workmen. 

By this method, while the work- 
men’s electors are the largest class, 
they will only be able to elect repre- 
sentatives In combination. The new 
law is a great extension of the law of 
August. It contains elements which 
certainly will appeal to conservative 


opinion, but with the slogan of “uni- 
versal suffrage” ringing in the popu- 
lar ear it will prove a great disappoint— 
ment and {s certain to furnish the pro- 
letdriat organizations with a new wea- 
pon for agitation. — 

Want a Republic. 

They no longer want concessions. 
They are boldly proclaiming that no- 
thing but complete overthrow of the 
autocracy and the establishment of a 
democratic republic will satisfy them. 

Two Regiments Mutiny. 

London, Dec. 27—The St Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times in a de- 
spatch dated Dec. 26 says: 

“Governor-General Doubassoff, tele- 
graphing yesterday, reported that 15,- 
000 persons had been killed or wound- 
ed at Moscow. 

“The latest news from Moscow says 
that the first regiment of the Don 
Cossacks, the Tyer Dragoons and the 
Nesvizh Regiment of Infantry mutin- 
{ed and are confined to their barracks. 

"TY am informed from a good source 
that 2,000 persons were killed, and 10,- 
000 wounded. ‘The revolutionists are 
making no headway, but they show no 
signs of exhaustion.” 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph says that letters 
addressed in the same handwriting to 
Count Witte, Gen. Trepoff and Interlor 
Minister Durnoyo exploded while be- 
ing carefully opened in the general 
postoffice. 

Moscow Revolt Fails. 

St Petersburg, Dec. 27—Hmperor 
Nicholas and Count Witte received 
last night a repert from Gen Doubas- 
soft, Governor-General of Moscow, say- 
ing that the revolt there had failed, 
that the military had the situation in 
hand, and that whatever defection 
may have existed among the troops 
had been overcome by attacks on 
them with bombs and reyolyers, to 
which they had been subjected, from 
the windows and roofs of houses, and 
which had so enraged them that they 
could hardly be restrained. 

Has Them Cornered, 

Shortly before 9 o'clock last night 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Moscow telephoned that there 
seemed to be no longer doubt that the 
insurrection was collapsing. The in- 
surgents still held the quadrangle in 
which the workmen’s council was sit 
ting as a revolutionary committee, but 
only because Governor-General Dou- 
bassoff was not yet ready to give the 
coup de grace. ~ 

Firing continued intermittently 
throughout the day. At 5 o'clock au- 
tomatic guns were being used in 
Strastner square, but the insurgents 
were becoming exhausted after their 
four days’ efforts, and the fighting was 
rapidly degenerating into guerrilla 
warfare. 

Gen, Doubassoff has enforced the 
most rigid martial law, and no person 
is allowed on the streets after 9 o'clock 
at night, 

Peasants Kill Strikers. 

‘Among the lower classes which do 
not sympathize with the desire to 
overthrow the Emperor, the feeling is 
becoming Intense, and in many cases 
strikers have been beaten to death,

Desperate Fighting.

The Emperor is Core daily in re- 
viewing at Tsarskoe-Selo, tho regt 
ments of the St. Petersburg district 
The spirit of the troops is decidedly 
loyal. 

The Fury of Hate. 

From fragmentary accounts recelyod 
from Moscow, I gather that the civil 
war has brought no decisive action, 
but only a thickening of the blood 
cloud, an intensifying of the horrors, 
and an increase of the prevailing bit- 
terness. 

The driving force behind both the 
troops and the rebels is no longer that 
of enthuslasm or of any human im- 
pulse. 

It is the fury of superhuman hate, 
and hence the deeds reported are not 
acts of patriots, soldiers or otherwise, 
but the enormities of madmen, 

“For every barricade destroyed Sun- 
day, two or three appeared in other 
places, Orders were given by the re 
yolutionists to shoot only when there 
was great hope of bringing a man 
down, but otherwise to tire out the 
troops until they lost patience. 

Loyalty of the Troops, 

“The most surprising thing of all is 
the loyalty of the troops, which no- 
body here anticipated. 

“Talking with an intelligent group 
of St. Petersburg reyolutionists I was 
informed that while they believed the 
strike would be victorious, they fully 
Tealized they were staking everything 
upon the issue, and that failure; would 
set back their cause for several years. 
They sald they were devoting their 
efforts to shaking the foundations of 
Russian finane in full confidence that 
once the existing regime was ovyer- 
thrown, they could as quickly build 
another and that foreign nations 
would be as ready to advance money 
to a democratic republic as to the 
gutocracy. 

“In conclusion they declared that in 
event of failure of thelr cause they 
would haye recourse to terrorism, 
choosing their victims from al) classes 
of society.” 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 26.—Direct tele- 
graphic communication with Moscow 
was seyered Sunday night, but the 
Government succeeded in restoring 
communication by a roundabout route 
yesterday morning, 

All reports agree that the fighting 
Sunday, which continued until mia- 
night, assumed the nature of a but- 
chery by the machine guns of the ar- 
tillery, grape and canister being em- 
ployed mercilessly against the {ll-arm- 
ed insurgents, 

Atrocions tales are told of the Cos- 
sacks, yaho, plied with yodka until 
drunk, fired down the streets, some- 
times charging with lances. 

The insurgents displayed great stub- 
bornness in holding their barricades, 
even advancing ina mass to the 
slaughter. At the same time the bombs 
were thrown from the windows of 
houses noar the barricades occupied 
by the revolutionaries, The artillery 


was summoned and battered the 
houses to pieces. 
The plan of the insurgents, ft is 


stated, 1s to hold the outskirts and 
gradually enclose the troops in the 
centre of the city. 

Léaders announce that an army of 
80,000 18 concentrated at Orechoffsuef, 
northeast of Moscow, and will soon 
be ready to march to the city's assist-

all arms in Red Place, under the walls 
of the Kremlin, mounted machino 
Guns in the towers of the did Chinese 
Wall. posted artillery at intervals en= 


circling the Dyoerskafa boulevard sua 
Placed heavy, detachments of horse and 
light artillery at stratoglc polnts. 

The firs’ scene of butchery occurred 
at 2 o'clock, when tho troops and tho 
cannon; which were loaded with grape, 
fired “into a procession of workmen 
capfying red flags ond singing revolu- 
‘Wonary songs os they swung into tho 
boulevard, 

Continued Fighting. 

Sinco then there has besn almost 
continual fighting somewhere in the 
elty. The workmen threw up barri- 
cades at the ‘Triumphal arch, two 
places in tho Doitroyaly street, and at 
another place, but all were assaulted 
and carried by the troops. 

Tho principal revistance was at the 
Triumphal arch, tho defenders of that 
barricade boing armed only with revol- 
vers. They held thelr ground for a 
‘timo against the machine guns. 

One hundred and twenty student 
militia, who were surrounded at Wld- 
lers school, made an heroic stand, de- 
fending the place with bombs and ro- 
yolyers from a window, They killed 
two officers and efght soldiers, and 
Wounded many moro before they sur- 
rendered with a loss of five killed and 
thirteen wounded. 

he chief of pollce says that to esti- 
mate the total number of casualttes 
would be mere guess work, but the 
thinks they will probably run Into the 
hundreds. 

The Plan Which Failed, 

The plan of the armed rising of the 
proletariat was to seize the St, Peters- 
burg station at dawn Saturday, take 
possession of the Douma building, cap- 
ture the State Bank and proclaim q pro- 
yislonal government. To the workmen 
foll the tasic of taking the station, the 
object of which was to preyent com- 
munication and the despatch of troops 
from St. Petersburg. The student 
revolutionary organizations were to 
have captured the Douma building and 
tho bank, 

Governor-General Doubassoff learn- 
ed of tho scheme at na conference at 
tho Palace Friday night, and decided 
to put it down ruthlessly. He also ac~ 
cepted the offer of the notorious re- 
actionary, Prince Tcherbatoff, to or- 
ganize a militia composed of loyalists, 

The attack of tho station at dawn 
failed. 

Many Awful Scenes. 

There are many revolting details of 
the day. At Fidler’s school, after the 
students had ralsed the white flag, 
and como out, they were charged, rid- 
den down and sabred by tho dragoons. 
The revolutionaries retallated wherever 
they caught an officer alone, and on 
tho slightest resistance he was beaten 
into insensibillty. 

Telegraph poles, wires, planks, bar- 
rels, and any material ayallable was 
used in the construction of the many 
barricades which sprang up all over 
the city, and as soon as one was de- 
stroyed another went up as !f by maglo 
at a different point. The crowds fought 
the troops with intense stubbornness, 
using principally revolvers and hand 
grenades; but many hundreds of per- 
sons had revolyers, and repeatedly 
stood their ground, even when they 
were being mowed down by quicle fir- 
ers. 

Many innocent persons were Killed, 
among them several women, Many 
bodies were blown to pieces by shrap- 
nel, On ‘Tyersakia street, where the 
crowds were anfiladed, the losses were 
heavy. Several students were conspic- 
uous behind the barricades, either car- 
rying wounded or taking their places 
in the ranks and cheering thelr com- 
rades. 

Continued on Sunday. 

Moscow, Dec. 24—(5. p. m.)—Artil- 
lery, rifle and revolver firing continued 
throughout the day, but the noise of 
the battle has now somewhat abated, 
Tho guns haye been bombarding one 
barricade after another, the cannon- 
ades being followed by charges by the 
dragoons, who set fire to the debris. 
The area of the fighting to-day was 
more extended, and included Trahnojs 
Square, Sadovia, Karetnala and many 
other streets. 

The revolutionaries apparently have 
not In the least lost heart, notwith- 
Standing Saturday's heavy casualties. 
It 1s now known that 600 is a moder- 
ate estimate of the losses, and many 
more persons fell to-day. 

Revolutionists’ Successes. 

The revolutionaries had few suc- 
cesses, They surprised a force of gen- 
darmes in Karetnala, killing or wound- 
ing 20 of them. Since then artillery 
has been firing uninterruptedly in that 
section of the city. 

In many cases dragoons fired into 
private houses, where they suspected 
revolutionaries had taken refuge. 

In nearly every district large num- 
bers of Innocent persons were accident- 
ally killed or wounded. 

Late this afternoon it was reported 
that fighting was proceeding in the 
outskirts of the city, and that there 
were heavy losses on both sides. Dur- 
ing the day bombs were thrown in the 
streets, 

The troops hold the rallway sta- 
tlons, but the plundering of freight 
cars continues, Three hundred of these 
cars haye been entirely stripped’ on 
{he Kazan Railway siding alone. 


Human Ladder Permitted Escape. 


Boston, Dec. 22.—Wire in a four-storey 
brick buflding yesterday caused the 
death of one man, Panifillo Ramonion, 
Ninety men and women had their es- 
capes cut off both by means of stair- 
ways and fire escapes, and most of 
them got out by means of a skylight. 
By passing over the roof of the burn- 
Ing building they reached the highor 
walls of an adjoint structure, where 
some of them formed a human ladder 
and by permitting others to climb out 
over their shoulders enable them to 
reach safety. 


Incendiary Fires, 


Hamilton, Dec, 22,—The firebug who 
has been giving Chief Ten Byclk all 
sorts of trouble was at his old tricks 
again last night.

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A MINISTER TAKEN 


Hon. Mr, Prefontaine Dies While 
On Duty In France. 


IN PARIS, 9 P.M., CHRISTMAS 


Trouble of the Heart Carried Off Cana- 
dian Minister of Marine and Fish- 
cries’ Suddenly — Body Will Be 

_ Brought Back to Canada—IiIncso 

Became Serious on Saturday— 

% Sketch of His Carger, 


Paris, Dec. 20,—Hon, Raymond Pre- 
fontaine, Canadian Minister of Marino 
and Wisherles, died suddenly at 9 
o'clock last night. Tho cauge of his 
death was angina pectoris, 

Mr. Prefontaine, accompanied by 
Randolph Lemieux, the Canadian Soll- 
citor-General, came to Wrance a cou- 
ple of weeks ago from London, in con- 
nection, it fs sald, with the establish- 


ment of a Iine of steamers between 
Marseilles and Canadian ports, 

Soon after his arriyal in Parls, the 
Minister complained that he was suf-

fering from heart trouble, but he con- 
tinued to fill his engagements, 

During the progress of a banquet 
given in his honor Dec. 21, he was seen 
‘to be suffering acutely, but this at the 
time was attributed to emotion while 
replying to a toast to his health, 

The Minister on Saturday visited 
Lille and Dunkirk, but on returning to 
the Hotel Continental here, he was 
compelled to take his bed, and a phy- 
glelan was sent for. The latter pro- 
nounced Mr. Prefontatne’s illness to 
be serlous, and a specialist was called 
into consultation, Complete rest was 
advised, and all engagements were 
cancelled, 

At 9 o'clock Jast night the adminis- 
tration of medicine was followed by a 
choking sensation, ‘The last sacra- 
ments were administered and death 
followed immediately. 

The British Minister, Sir Wrancis 
Bertie, was notified by Minister Lem—- 
Jeux, and arrangements for the funeral 
of the Minister were at once begun. 

The body willbe taken to Montreal, 
Que:, for interment. 

Hon, Mr. Prefontalne came here from 
London, where he was _ negotiating 
with the Imperial authorities concern- 
Ing the establishment of a naval militia 
in Canada, a subject in which he was 
deeply Interested. A few days ago he 
was quoted as saying that the change 
in Government in Britain had delayed 
his plans, but that he was assured that 
the new Government was quite sympa- 
thetic with his designs, 


Sketch of His Life, 


The Hon. Joseph Raymond Fourler 
Prefontaine has long been an active 
figure in municipal, provincial and) fed- 
eral politics. He was born at lLon- 
gSueull, Chambly, County of Quebec, 
Sept. 16, 1860. His family was of an- 
cient descent, his ancestors haying 
made their home In what was then 
New Franco in 1680. He was educated 
privately at St. Mary's College, Mont- 
treal, and finally at McGill University, 
where he took the degree of B. GC. L. 
in 1878. In the same year he was cail- 
ed to the bar, where his rise was rapid. 
M. Prefontalne possessed unusual abil- 
ity and forensic skill, and his firm of 
Prefontaine, Archer and Perron enjoy- 
ed one of the Jargest practices in 
Montreal. In 1§93 he was created 
Queen's counsel, 


First Sat For Chambly. 


In 1875 he mado his first appearance 
as Liberal candidate for tha Quebec 
Legislature In his native district of 
Chambly, and, in spite of considerablo 
odds, was successful. In the Legislature 
he made his mark, but on offering 
himself for re-election in 1878, was de- 
fealed. His opponent, howeyer, was 
unseated. In 1879 M. Prefontaine was 
again successful, but was again de- 
feated in 1881. During the perlod he 
Interested himself in municipal fe, 
and {th 1879 was elected a councillor of 
Hochelaga, at that time the principal 
east end suburb of Montreal. His 
policy in municipal affairs was pro- 
gressive, and he worked strenuously 
on benhalr or the citizens. He-nepport- 
ed tho annexation of that town to tho 
City of Montreal, and the union was 
completed in 1884, Wor some years be- 
fore he had acted as mayor of Eoche- 
Taga, and was returned to the ward os 
alderman to the City Council. He sat 
continuously until 1898, when he was 
elected mayor by acclamation, re-elect= 
ed in 1900 by a largo majority. Ho 
withdrew yoluntarily in 1902, although 
nominated for re-election, He also 
acted on the Board of School Gommis- 
elanate) to which he was elected jn

In National Politics. 


M, Prefontalne's appearance {fn the 
Meld of national politics was made un- 
der circumstances of pecullar Interest. 
Aftor the Northwest Rebellion, an elec- 
tion occurred in Hochelaga County, 
which had been arranged by the late 
Sir John A. Macdonald, apparently to 
test the strength of tho parties. The 
Liberal candidate was M. Prefontatne, 
and the electlon became of national 
Importance. He won a decistya yic- 
tory, Woe was re-elected in 1887 anu 
1890, and, in 1896, became first mom- 
ber for the now constituency of Mals- 
onneuve by a majority of 1,570, which 
was inereased in 1900 to 1,774, In the 
latter year he was also Libera) candi- 
date in Terrebonne and waa olected 


for that constituency also, 

On the re-construction of the Laur- 
fer Cabinet, brought about by the re- 
signation of Hon. J. I. Tarte in Nov- 
ember, 1902, Mr, Prefontaine was ap- 
pointed Minister of Marine and Fish- 
erles, and has since held that portfolio. 

M. Prefontaino married in June, 
1870, Hermantine, o daughter of tho 
late Senator J. B. Rolland, by whom 
he had three sons, Rolland, Adrien and 
Wernland, He was on the directorate 
of the Confederation Life Assurance 
Co, the Montreal id and Improve- 
ment Co, and otfer important con- 
cerns, i 

Interviewed In Paris, 

‘A few weeks ago M, Prefontaine, 
accompanied by Hon. Rudolph Lem- 
feux, went over to London, and from 
thence to Paris, It was but Saturday 
that hew as interylowed in the French 
capital, and quite approved of the on- 
tente cordiale ‘between France and 
Wngland, and expressed the opinion 
that the new Premier, Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, would be de- 
foated at the coming clection if he did 
not back it up. 

“Aa Canadians are Joyal to the 
crown,” both M, Prefontaine and his | 
colleague remarked, “We think that no 
better course could be adopted.” 

M. Prefontaine has been a consistent 
advocate of unity between the Wrench 
and Wnglish-speaking populations of 
Canada. 


Cabinet Meeting Called, 


Ottawa, Deo, 26—The news of the 
death of Hon. Mr, Prefontaine came 25 
@ painful shock, The first official no- 
tification was a cable recelyed by Sir 
‘Wilfrid Laurler about 8 o'clock. It 
was from Hon. Rudolph Lemieux, but 
contained nothing but the bare an- 
nouncement of the death and sald de- 
tally would be forwarded later. Up 
to a late hour last night no additional 
information had been recelyed, 

On recelpt of the cable the Prime 
Minister immediately notified the var- 
fous Cabinet Ministers and called a 
Cabinet meeting to arrange to bring the 
body home. 

The sad news spread very rapidly 
and the Premier and Cabinet Minis- 
ters were besieged with inquiries, 


Consternation and Sorrow. 


Montreal, Dec. 26—The news to the 
effect that Hon. Mr, Prefontaine had 
died suddenly in Parls caused con- 
sternation amongst his many friends, 
in both party camps here, as well a4 
deep sorrow. Raymond Prefontaine is 
perhaps the best-known man in Mont- 
real, and, unlike other strong party 
men, had no personal enemies. From 
alderman to mayor he had worked up 
a strong following and when he en- 
tered the Wederal Cabinet his munici- 
pal friends, irrespective of party name, 
were then his adherents. While no 
other Liberal could poll a big majority 
in Maisonneauye, the Minister of Ma- 
rine could always count on two thou- 
sand majority at least, the English- 
speaking electors voting for him to a 


man. 
He specialty won ine connuence ot 


the extreme Joyalists when he at once 
advocated sending soldiers to fight for 
the Empire in South Africa, and at 
the same time he held the Wrench- 
Canadian masses in the hollow of his 
hand. 

There were a great many who did 
not support M. Prefontaine’s munici- 
pal projects, but one and all have been 
only too ready to testify to the won- 
derful energy and ability which he 
had displayed as head of the Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries. 

The day after the late Minister was 
sworn in he told your correspondent 
that it would be his policy to sink all 
party feeling when dealing with his 
department, and all will agree that he 
left his record.

Uniform to Lansdowne and Balfour. 


London, Dec. 26—The King his 
awarded two unique honors to two of 
the chief men of the outgoing Minis- 
try. The Marquis of Lansdowne re- 
ceived the Royal Victorian Chain of 
the highest class. 

The Royal Victorlan Order was in- 
stituted by Queen Victorla In 1896. It 
is practically restricted to the royal 
family and its connections abroad 
but was conferred upon the late Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury on the occasion 
of the coronation of King Edward. 
The only other non-royal holders of tho: 
decoration are the Dukes of Argyle 
and Fife and Lord Curzon. 

Mr, Balfour's strange sounding honor 
of the Windsor Uniform js a much 
coveted distinction, It consists of a 
double-breasted blue coat with a scar- 
let collar and ‘cuffs and buttons bear- 
ing the royal crown. It Is worn only 
at Windsor Castle, The wearers are 
limited to the royal family, the royal 
household and a yery few privileged 
persons. 


THE SHANGHAI TROUBLE. 


Chinese Minister At London to Ne- 
gotiate With British Government. 


London, Dec. 26—The correspon-' 
dent of The Morning Post at Shanghai 
says that the Chinese Moreign Office 
has instructed the Chinese Minister 
at London to negotiate with the Brit 
ish Government regarding the mixed 
court dispute, to demand the dismissal 
of the police concerned in the recent 
outbreak. 

Another Rict Probable, 

Shanghai, Dec, 26—The mixed court 
was reopened Saturday, The German 
assessor and armed foreign guards 
Were present, but everything was nor- 
mal. All was quiet yesterday, but blue- 
Jackets and guards will be still posted 
around the forelgn concessions. There 
fre rumors of another riot, but all pre- 
Cautions have been taken.

(He hvished) to say) that he 
was not o candidate for re-election 
and would not require longer than 
ten minutes, of their time. First, 
he would refer to the expenditures 
of the year set forth in the financial 
report issued, some of which wero 
Bporox imate The ‘deficit left by 
the outgoing Council had beon rais- 
ed to nearly $8,000 by subsequent ac- 
counts, and ‘this year’s Council had 
succeeded in reducing ‘that deficit to 
ess than $4,000. Council had deom- 
ed it wiser to doyote two yoars to 
wiping out tha deficit because they 
‘could borrow at 5 p.c. and money 
was worth more than that to the 
majority ‘of tho ratepayers. ‘To 
carry on the business of the town 
Council had very little lo come and 
go on. Mayor Ray then turned to 
the statement of the bonded debt, 
tho total being $439,70954, and tho 
net amount being $399,111.72. Tio 
outgoing Council had been os econ- 
omical ‘as possible, and the new Coun- 
cil would show ‘true wisdom in fol- 
lowing in their footsteps. This was 
made plain by the fact that even if 
the bonded debt did not grow in 
tho meantime it would take 25 yoars 
of the preson't rate of taxation to 
wipe it out. Tho situation was a 
serious one, The gas proposition was 
a Very important question also, Tho 
Board of Trade, leading citizens and 
@ouncil had endorsed the offer mudo 
and a by-law (will be submitted to 
the people at the coming cleolioa. 
In his opinion ‘the proposition wad a 
fair and reasonable one. Gas would

their assessment be fixed at $5,000 
for 10 years, but 'tha Council bad 
raised ‘the amount to $8,000, with 
full ussessment for school purposes.

1902-2 in their wisdom decided to 
haye Jaterals put in when sewers 
were being built, which doubled the 
cost to ‘tho wratepuyans) For ia- 
stance, a picca of property owned by 
Mrs: Callaghan svould pay at 20 mills 
$8.78, but owing ‘to Local Improy 
ment rates ler total taxation hy 
$45, or a rate of 150 milla on th 
dollar.

know how ho had measured up in 
the publi eye, but he had done his 
best, and he didn’t think ‘anyone 
could find much fault with the Coun- 
cil’s record. As for walkea and sew- 
sors, the town hod been spending) a 
lot on walks, paying, 100 per foot and 
more to contractora, yot Mr. Wal- 
ters had built first-class walka for 
95-80 per foot, und ho thought the 
town had mén as good at such work 
as any man that could ‘bo imported, 
Phere was o bright outlook for the 
town if Dr. Vrooman obtained (he 
mayoralty. 

Ald, Goo. MoMadden made a brief 
and concise address, He was in the 
fiold uguin for the Council. His your's 
experience of, municipal alfairs had 
taught him a lot and if returned! he 
would be able to give betten service 
than was possible tho first year, He 
was not connected with any, clique 
or clan, and there was not enough 
money in Lindsay to buy, his vote. 

Ald, Maunder said he appeared be- 
fore tho Council for the third time 
to solicit their support and confi- 
dence, The Council of 1905 had gone 
into office with ithe deliberate re- 
solye to reduce the debt, Mayor Ray 
and all members went at the expense 
list with a pruning knife, but when 
they reached the salaries of town of- 
ficlals there was 2 great storm of 
indignation ond they had to give it 
up. Jn his own dgpartment — Town 
Property—only about one-half the ap- 
propriation bad been spent, and he 
didn't think anything had suffered, 
Owing to the town's heayy liabilities 
they could not afford to waste ono 
cont. Jiindsay was one of the bost 
towns in Ontario, and if citizens 
would assist the Council with advice 
instead of bestowing censure things 
would go better Aldermen were do- 
ing a lot for nothing—they got na 
pay for the 75 nights they devoted 
to town affairs, not to speak of maay 
hours of day timo, 

Ald, John McOrea said that when 
ho stood before the people in the 
@emo hall threo years ago he was al- 
most o perfect stranger to most of 
those present. He had since berved 
the people to the best of his ability, 
but now hie business interests would 
not permit him to serve further. Ho 
had been well treated while in office 
and felt grateful for it. He had 
buon obairman of the Board of 
Works this year; Council had cut 
last year's appropriation in two, but 
he had promised to keep the expendi- 
ture within the limit and had done 
go with the exception of the carat 
ward school sewer, which waa an un- 
forescen expenditure. No other 
chairman of the Board of Works had 
ever made a like record. The town 
wos up against a serious proposition 
in its old walks; repairs this season 
had cost $700, and 85,000 ft. of plank 
had been, used in patching. The Sim- 
coo Paying, Go. had been held up to 
the specifications — something never 
done before in the case of a contrac- 
tor, In the matter of sewers, the 
town was face to face with a serious 
situation — a couple in the south- 
west part of the town were little 
better than tile drains. They had 
built cheapor and better sowers by 
day labor. As for laterals, ho had 
fiom the vory first opposed putting 
{hem in when sewers werg builb ex- 
copt where needed; he had three on- 
tering his own foundry lot although 
he needed only one, and that was on~ 
ly w sample of the experience of 
many.

London, Dec, 22—(C. A. P.)—The 
Judicial committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil has reversed the decision of the 
Supreme Court, and restored the judg- 
ment of Judge Hodgins of Toronto, in 
the case of the seizure of the ship Kit- 
ty D. in Lake Erie. 

The law lords hold that the evidence 
clearly shows that the yessel was fish- 
ing within American waters at the 
time of the selzure by the Petrel, and 
say: “The Supreme Court appears 
merely to haye assumed that the trial 
judge made a graye mistake as to 
the Petrel’s course, It would have 
been easy to apply to that judge to 
know whether he had in fact made a 
mistake, rather than leave it to hazard- 
ous conjecture that he was misled 
by a printer's or a shorthander’s blun- 
der.” 

‘The law lords concluded: “In the 
uncertain and unsatisfactory state of 
the eyldence it is impossible not to ob- 
serve that if upon the seizure the Pet- 
rel had carefally logged the distance 
to shore, no doubt could have remain- 
ed as to whether the place of seizure 
was within Canadian waters. It may 
be that the excuses given for not do- 
ing so are yalld ones, but the excuse 
for not haying the evidence will not 
supply the place of the eyidence.” 


ABERDEEN IS AS GRANITE. 


Refuses to Rescind Resolution on Em- 
bargo Passed Years Ago. 

London, Dec. 21.—(C. A. P)—By 
majority of 21 to 18, the Aberdeen 
County Council has refused to rescind 
@ resolution passed by the Council in 
October, 1901, requesting the amend- 
ment of the Cattle Diseases Act, by 
which Canadian cattle were barred. 

John Marr, in moving the resolution, 
Sald that though it might not be true

ENORMOUS TRADE INCREASE. 


Twenty-six Milllon For Five Months— 
Our Exports Jump. 

Ottawa, Dec. 21—The total exports 
of Canada for the fiye months ending 
Noyember 80 of the current fiscal yeat 
were greater by five millions than the 
total exports for the whole of the fis: 
cal year 1895. The increase in domes- 
tic exports for the flye months oyer 
the same period of last year was in 
round figures $18,000,000, and the gain 
in the aggregate trade for the five 
months was $26,000,000, These figures 
denote the remarkable expansion that 
has taken place in the trade of Canada 
in the last decade, and which, to 
quote a time-worn expression, is still 
going forward by leaps and bounds. 
Taking the several {tems in the ex- 
ports; {t will be seen that during the 
five months agricultural products in- 
creased by ten millions, manufactured 
articles by one million, animals and 
their products by four millions and a 
half, and fisherfes by about two mil- 
lions, Exports of products of the mine 
and of the forest remained stationary. 
The gain in the {mportation of free 
goods {5s only about half a million, 
whereas dutlable goods show a better- 
ment of about seven and a half mil- 
Hons.

TARIFFS AND COMBINES. 


| Tho Toronta Globe relates ai British 
“co'mbine” incident in which is well 
illustrated the effeat free trado has 
pon such comspiracies. 

“The Gentral London Railway ask- 
ed for tenders for the construction 
of 500 cars. An examination of the 
bids submitted showed that the man- 
ufacturers of railway rolling stook 
wore acting as a huge “combine” The 
variation in quotations was slight, 
and tho net result must bo that if 
the railway accepted the most fay- 
orable of them the price would be 
£1300 per car. The company did not 
propose to be held up in that way 
and it invited tenders from the con- 
ttinent, with the consequence that 
contracts were given abroad for 280 
ears ot £850 per car, 140 wore wiven 
to the Brush Company alt a similar 
figure, and tho remaming 140 were 
distributed amon Britishh firms at 
£975—the same firms who formerly 
domanded £1.300 per car. 

The Hamilton Times comments up- 
fon the aboye as follows © \ 

What would hayo happened had a 
wrotectiva tariff of. say. 35 percent. 
been in force in Great) Britain? The 
combinesters would havo “sat tight” 
and held up the railway company to 
the full extent of tho tariff over and 
aboye the price at which the cars 
sould have been bought for abroad. 
whe protective tariff is the mainstay 
fof the combine, 


CANADA'S PROSPERITY. 


When all the money is in ciroula- 
‘tion times are good, remarks a con- 
temporary. Thatis the condition in 
Canada today. Banking facilities 
4dtiaye been increased larzely during 
‘the past two or three years, yet all 
ithe new banks and the old are get- 
tting business to the full extent of 
ttheir resources, as shown by the bank 
statement for October. On one day 
jot that month they had issued notes 
to the amount of $78,464,648, or near- 
fy $6,000,000 more than at the same 
date in 1904. There are thirty-three 
chartered banks in Canada, and their 
combined paid-up capital is $83,864,- 
828. Thus the banks haye issued 
notes to within $5,400,200 of the legal 
limit. Further than that, the de- 
posits amounted in October to $500,- 
000,000, and loans reached $498,000,- 
000, showing that there was o de- 
mand equai to the supply. All this 
denotes a progressive and heglthf{u! 
state of affairs in this country. 

While the banks are prospering it 
should not be forgotten that their 
prosperity means that the farmers 
are enjoying the same. The demand 
for money is an indication that the 
farmers faye much to sell, and the 
transportation companies much to 
carry. Six milJion dollars moro 
mnoney was needed this year than Jast 
to pay for the products of the farms 
and their transportation to the mar- 
kets of the world. 

Prof. Creelman, of the Ontario Ag- 
micultural College, said a few days 
ago that the farmers of Ontario had 
doubled their output in ten years, 
and that more than one billion dol- 
Jars in grain, stock, etc., was pos- 
sessed by te farmers of Ontario, 
“With more men of bYajus as furm- 
ers.” said Mr. Creelman, “the farm- 
ing industry will become even more 
profitable than now.” The President 
continued < 

“The farmer, seeing the city man 
and hia family out in the country 
holidaying in summer, looks at (hem 
with envy, and decides that oity life 
is an easy existence, but if he undor- 
stood under what conditions cily peo- 
ple live he would conclude to slay 
on his farm and be contented, The 
city man hag got to be pretty pros- 
yperous before he is as well~bff os 
‘the farmer, who has no house rent, 
n® taxes to speak of. no eeryant girl 
problem afd plenty of food, which 
they city man must pay high prices:

The point is, as the St. Thomas 
Times remarks, that the prosperity 
of the farmer means the prosperity 
of everybody, ‘The banks would be 
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in a sorry condition without the far- 
more back of them.

"AN INTERESTING CALCULATION. 


One Way of Solving the Unemployed 
Question. 

Out of every one hundred work- 
men, said Dr. Geil, the great Ameri- 
;can temperance evangelist, to an au- 
dience of 4000 people at St. James’ 


Hall, Manchester, England, recently, 


six were at present unemployed, and 
tho question at first seemed to be 


what to do with the surplus. One 


way would be to drown the odd six 
in every hundred, but this, being jn- 
humane. could not be considered. 
Another solution would be to sead 
the odd six out of every hundred 
away to the seaside with £2 a week 
each for expenses for six months in 
the year, How this extruordinary 
idea might be carried out the mis- 
sioner explained to his amazed audi- 
ence, 


and they spent some £30,000 a week 
in drink. This worked ont at 6s a 
week per man, so that 100 men spent 
£30 a week, What amount, if not 
spent on drink, would supply the six 
unemployed with enough to live at 
the seaside very comfortably. 

By this time the point was becom- 
ing obvious, and when Dr. Geil came 
to it with thunderous tones he was 
enthusiastically applauded. “Take 
that £80,000 per week from tho 
diamshop keepers, provide the poor 
of the cily with boots and clothing 
and cause sufficient work to be found 
for all.” Could they but stop the 
money of the working classes going 
intot he hands of drink purveyors, 
there need nol be a singlo unemploy- 
ed man or woman in the country, 
Drink, he said, was responsible for 
fifty per cent of orime, and rof all 
unemployment,

About a Change.

Are There Too Many Churches? 

World's Work raises the question 
as to whether there are too many 
preachers in thea United) States for 
the extent of the field open to occu- 
pation. Tha question is answered in 
the neagtive by, the magazino raising 
it. In support ofits position World's 
Work says there area 184,000 Prot- 
estant pastors in the United States, 
about 90,000 of whom are in active 
seryice. This, it estimates, is one 
preacher for each unity, af 140 fa- 
milies of 5 persons each. Since a 
large proportion of the families con- 
fiibute nothing to the support of 
the clergy, World Work arguts 
tbat support must necessarily be in- 
equate, and thare must be degrad- 
ing competition for employment, It 
is intended, moreover, that the num- 
ber of preachers is much in excess of 
requirements. In proof of this stale- 
ment it is pointed out that in ths 
Catholic church in the United States 
there is only ono priest for 225 fa 
ilies, and still few Catholics die, & 
en from accident, Without the at- 
tendance of a priest to administer 
the sacrament. 

The Canadian census for 1900 has 
not yet given us a stuloment of the 
occupations of the people in Canada, 
and so it is not easy to make a stat 
ment for the whole Dominion simil 
to that given for the United States 
But the o of one town, which is 
not at all singular, may be tukon for 
the purpose. This town, according Lo 
the census of 1604, hud a fraction be- 
low 2,000 Protestant: people. Tt con- 
tsined two ‘Anglican church building 
and one each for the Methodisy, 
Presbyterian and Baptist bodic 
There are four permanent resident 
clergymen und a supply for the sec- 
oud Anglican ehureh. Allowing five 
persons to the family, that is at tho 
rate, excluding: tho second Anglican 
clergyman, of ong for each unit of 
100 families yen after allowances 
is made for families living outside 
the town, ‘but attending the vown 
churches, there is at least onecler- 
gsymon for 125 families, as in che 
United ss The church buildings 


te 


as they stand, could not be dupli- 
cated for less than $60,000. With 
ministerial residences, lands, out- 


buildings, ete, added, the invested 
*‘spital svill probably reach $70,000, 
Thwt, at 6 per cent., representa an 
annual outgo of $4200, ‘A minister's 
faluny in such a place should not be 
lass than $1,000, and that adds on 
anothec $4,000 a year. Lighting, 
beating, care, and furnishing of the 
churches will cost another thousand, 
Hera is a total of $9,200, an nyer- 
age of over $18 por family—equal to 
about half tha sum paid in muni- 
cipal taxation.
